It has long been known that the Em British miftdun to Tibet 
was sent by Warren Hastings in 1774 und+jr Mr. tii^rgo Bogle, 
lM.\S, y that n grunt friendship was formed between Mr* Bogle 
ami the Trshn Laimu and that intercourse was then i^t&blkihod 
between the Government* of British India and Tibet. But op 
to the present tune no full account of this important mission 
has been given to the worhl All attempts to Em} adeipurtfi 
materials jmiong Lilt; retards Jit Calcutta, or at the India Office, 
have tailed. 

It la less generally known that the only Englishman who 
ever viaited Lhasa, tin- capital of Tibet, and saw tins Dalai 
Lama* wuh Mr, Thomas Maiming, nn ad veil h irons traveller who 
performed that extraordinary feat in 1811. No account Inis 
hitherto been published of Mr. M mi ill rig’s remarkable

The whole of Mr. Bogle’s journals, memoranda, official and 
private oormfpondeiiee* have been cart 1 fully preferred by his 
family in Scotland. Through the kiudne-a and public spirit of 
Minh Brown of LinEne, in Aymhix^ the rep rescii tstive of the 
Bogle family, these mlutibJo tmumscriptfi, after having been 
judiciously arranged by Mr, Golrdner of Kilmarrujtk, wen- 
placod in the hands of the present editra* They were con¬ 
tained in a Jarpe box T and consisted of journals, memrimnda of 
vjirioua kinds, and on many subjects; numermis bundles of 
private letters, including eorrespondimco with Women Ha*i- 
iugrt, Sir Elijah Imjwy, £ir Gilbert Elliot, 3liw. Morokead, Dr* 
II am Slum, nod the members of M r + Boole’s family; appoint- 
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incuts r minutes of conversations Ami oftiffilI despatHiea, No 
camroHiceuiirat had been mode of a work intended for publico* 
tion, The wlitdtj of this voluminous mass of papers had to he 
carefully read through and annotated before any attempt could 
made to arrange a consecutive narrative of the mininm My 
object lias boon to keep the author constantly in the foreground* 
ami to avoid any rign of editorial intrude ness, and* m the 
journal was fragmentary,, mid it wad necessary to supplement it 
occasionally with extracts from letters and other mat*-rial 9 * there 
were Eome difficulties in adhering to this plan. They have, 
however, been overcome, and a connected history of the Milton 
to Tiltet is now presented to the world. It meat, however, be 
remnmberod that Mr. Bogle hod not prepared any of his 
materials for the press* that they ore submitted in a more or 
lesK crude form a century after they were written, and that* 
therefore, it would bo unfair to judge of them os of a work 
completed and revised by its anihor. 

Mr. Maiming appears to have hastily jotted down his first, 
impressions, day by day, La a rough noted* ndr* which was 
copied out fair by his sister, and has hi nee remained in nionn- 
script. He was a man of learning and great ability, and WM 
well able to have written a good account of his remarkable 
journey. Ho never did ho. But, through the kindness of his 
nephew* the Etv. 0. It. Manning, Eeuior of Diss, in Norfolk, I 
hitve had the rough journal placed in my hands. Thus an 
account of the visit to Lhasa nf the only Englishman who ffvw 
entered that famous city, is presented to the w orld. It must be 
remembered that Manning 1 * narrative is from the hasty and 
desultory jottings of a note-book. Wo are furtnjmto to have 
obtained this relic, and must make the moat of it Good or 
kid, it stands alone* No other countryman of oars Inis ever 
Allowed In Manning** footsteps* And* for those who know how 
tn find it, there is much wheat to be gathered from amongst

In my iulruduetioUp I hnro attempted, ia a narrative form 
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with toot-note references, to enumerate all the stjutcpb of In¬ 
formation respecting Great Tibet, and the region between it 
and British India ■ and especially to furnish particulars mi to 
the ritrtu of European* to those countries, My first object k 
thus to show the exact positions, in history, which are occupied 
by the mission sent by Warren Hoe tings and conducted by Mr. 
Bogle, and by the journey of Mr* Manning to Lhasa. My 
second object is to supply facilities lor the exhaustive study of 
nn important suljert. tui-J gdb which ought to }>e thoroughly 
understood by nil public men connected with British India, and 
by all who interest themselves rn the progress mid welfare of 
oar Eastern Empire,

INTRODUCTION. 


The first Govi:-mor*G^imml of India conceived the plan of 
opening friendly commercial intercourse between the people 
over whom ho ruled and the natives of the lofty table-land 
hiliiml the snowy peaks to the north* Oil this grand object 
Warren HnsthigF bestowed mneh thought, find be gradually 
developed a palmy which was continuous while hi* rnfinenca 
lasted- Ho to 6k a broad and enlightened view of the require¬ 
ments of the (-aae, and he appears to hare seen from the first 
that the end could only be gained by pemiftent efibrts extending 
over a long period. 

It is owing to the absence of a continuous policy that thifl 
and many other great nieasnres which were once full of promise 
hate produced no permanent results* Warren Hustings opened 
a eurrespuidenca with the riders of Tibet and Bhutan ; he 
succeeded in establishing most friendly relations by the de¬ 
spatch of an emlitiBsy; his Jibe nit encouragement of trade 
bn night down crowds of mountaineers to his fair at B&ngpbx; 
he followed up his first mistion by a second and third to 
Bhutan, with the object of cementing the recently formed 
friendship; and finally* ha sent a Fourth embassy to Bhutan, 
which extend^! its operations into Tibet Vet, when the 
master-mind was removed, the work so admirably commenced 
was abandoned. No English official has since held personal 
intercourse with the rulers of Tibet, and when* a quarter of a 
century after the retirement of Warren Rustingy, a solitary 
Englishman did nnee force his way to Lhasa, no use was made 
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of Lk Lnive and successful enterprise, and ho »us left to perish 
fur to retunip m chance would haves it. 

So completely wan the policy of njw'ning commercial iBfl*r- 
course between India and thoTnui f+-H ioiAfayim region abandoned, 
tint the t cry history of the Hasting* negotiations wrug forgotten^ 
and most of the valuable records of the Tibet and Bhutan 
missions were lost Thus the knowledge that was then inquired 
with so much care, llie lessons of experience tlmt were taught, 
in stead of tieing rare fully stored up and mode available &a ii 
point of departure for futlira effort^ Lave been totally dis¬ 
regarded < It by a, aerie* of mere accidents that to pies of 
records long sinco Joet or destroyed, owing tu official neglect, 
have been preserved through the more palmitic and dacri mi¬ 
nuting cure of private families. 

The account of the i m porta at mansion of George Bogle la 
Bhutan and Tibet has been gathered partly from juumnU f 
partly from official despatch^ and partly from private rotrv- 
spondcncc; anil it is now presented for the first tima in a 
connected form. That of Mr, Manning's oxtnuinliniry jotOTiy 
to LL ftna is from a fragmentary series of notes and j ot tings 
which alone remain to tour testimony to \i feat which stilt 
remains unparalleled. 

Aj mi introdimliun tu the perusal of t h lw narratives, 1 
propose to give an account of the region to which they refer; 
to furnish soma information respecting what Is known of the 
inhabitants, their history and religion; and In puss in review 
the several otepe by which our exiting knowledge ho* been ac¬ 
quired, and the events, so far a& wo can Jearn them, which have 
formed the more recent history of Tibet* Nepal, Sikkim, anil 
Bhutan. To perform euek a ta*k with any approach to cum- 
pjetonesa would require a ecpamie volume, and the pesset^iou 
of local knowledge. My aim in tills introduction will therefore

to place the narratives in their doe relative positions* and to 
expluiu all eitcumitiinces feinting to them directly or indirectly. 
Another object win bo to furnish references, in thair proper 
Order, through which this important imbjeut may bo more 
thoroughly studied and understood; and tlitu, in mme measure, 
to assist in replacing anil restoring those futmdations of a great 
policy which the geiutis of Warren Hastings had laid, but 
which subsequent neglect has destroyed* 

The Himala yan system ha computed of three great culm inn- 
ting dining run rung more or less parallel to each other for 
their whole length, from the gorge of the Indus to that of 1 he 
Dibnng; and the lofty region of Great Tibet lies main ly 
between the inner and outer range, with the Central Chain, 
whence most of the rivets of northern India take their rise* 
running tluoOgh its length. It is with the portion of the 
Himalayan region which includes Croat Tibet and the countries 
between it and the phioH of India, tlml the narratives cdltt* 
posing this volume have to do ; and, therefore, the Introductory 
remarks wfll bo mainly confined to that portion. 

The inner and most northern of the threo ranges is naturally 
divided into a western and an eastern section. The western in 
known ns the Karukonmi Range, separating the valley of the 
Indus froia that of the Yarkand River and other streams 
belonging to the inland system of Lub-nor. It las vast glaciers 
and lofty peaks, including that colled K 2, which h 28,000 fm 
abovo the sea, 1 while it is traveled by passes of great hr iirbt, 
such os the Chang-^-hemrio, 19,000 feet, 1 and tbe Karakorum ^ 
18 t 0QQ feet aliuvfl die sea. The sources of three great rivers 
are on the sou them dopes of die northern range* and forcing 
their way through the central and southern chains, ihey reach 
ihe plains of India: namely, the Indus,Sutlej, andBrahmaputra.

The city of Lhasa, the capital of the U province, 
and the residence of the Dalai Lama and of the Chinese political 
agents » m the volley of the Ei-chii, ami about 25 miles faun 
its junction with the Brahmaputra, in latitude SiP 3ft I * NV, 
ami 11,700 feet aljove the sen. Lhasa stands in n level plain, 
ktuto limb'd bv mountains. and dotted over with populous monaa- 
teriea. This upper valley of the lirulimaputm. though 11,000 
to 15,000 feet above the sea, yields harvests of barley and 
mill t-t, bos abundant pastures, and the re ftio damps of trees, 
and oven gardens, round the towns and monasteries. 

Beyond the point where tho Lliasa mote lirosstss the river, 
in Longitude 80* 40' £., the couiae of the Urohiunputm within the 
mountains is entirely unknown icscept from the Lama Burvey)' 
for a distance of about 400 miles, when, under the muno of 
Dihong, th*? mighty stream emerges into the valley of Assam

of ft century. In hia instructions, dated 1774. TV urren Hasting* 
specially enjoined Mr. Bogle to in form himself r-.spfttting 
thn course of the Brahmaputra. 1 D'Anville, rind afterward* 
Klaproth, believed that the Tibet river was the upper course of 
the Irrawaddy. But them never appears to have been any doubt, 
among English geographer?, that Kennel I viwi correct in liis 
identification of the Tsnnptt with the Brahmaputra. I® ^^25 
Captains Burltou and W ilcox were scot to explore its course. 
Burl tea followed up the course of the I> flump, until he was 
stopped by wild tribes, while ‘Wilcox crossed the water purling 
towards Burma, and reached the batiks of the Irrawaddy' 
From Lhe point reached by Bnrlton on the Dihong, to the place 
where Manning crossed the Tsunpd, there is an interval of 
shout 400 miles, and a differences of level of 11,000 feet, which 
is entirely unknown. 

On the south the Great Tibetan valley of the Tsauptt ** 
bounded by the Central Kangri of the Himalaya, the culmi* 
natiug peaks of which are covered with eternal snow, while the 
sides boor the weight of enormous glaciers. But the snow' line 
on the Central Chain is much higher than tha t on, the Southern 
Himalaya. As the snow is deposited hy southerly winds it fall 9 
mainly on the culminating ridge which faces the south, and 
screens the central ridge behind it, Tims the snow line is 5001* 
fwt lower down on the Southern Himalaya than on the Central 
Chain. From this latter Range many lofty saddles branch i# 
several directions, in some places forming inland lakes, t» 
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other? directing the course of rivi ra^ either to the Tsaiipu or 
through the gorges of the Southern Range. Moat of the region 
between the Central and Southern Ranges is within the terri¬ 
tory of Tibet, Much of our knowledge of tikis part of the 
country is still dependent on the map compiled by IT Anri lie in 
1783, from the survey of the Liming and the rest ie mainly 
derived from native explorers. 

To the outward, in an entirely unknown country, the 
Central Range is drained by numerous tributaries of n great 
river* called the Lopra-cachii* which appear to break through 
the Southern Range imd reach the plains of Assam* under the 
trnnie of the Subnnihiri, or Luhit. In this eastern port of the 
Central Range is also situated that remarkable lake of Polri* 
Peiti, or Yamdok-olin* which is delineated by ITAii villa U 3 sur¬ 
rounding a large central inland* like u moat encircling n ensile* 
But the western shore alone hits been described* and Mr* Mau~ 
ning is the only Englishman who has ever seen jt, Bath be 
and the Pundit of 1866 describe It as being depri rated from the 
valley of the Ts&upu by a range of m ountains, called Lho 
KliiiinWW a spur from the Central Range; and the Pundit 
adds, that the lake has no outlet, f tor information respecting 
Luke Falti will be found condensed in a note to Mr. Maim Lug's 
narrative at page 244. 

To the westward of the Lopra-onehu bnsia there appear? to 
be a high saddle* connecting the Central and Southern Range?, 
far the river of Furmuu* already referred to, flaws north from 
the Cliumulhari Peak to the Ts&npu* forcing its way through 
the Central Range.

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The portion of the Southern Himalaya between Great Tibet 
uiil India consists of a Htiipebdmi* chain of snow-chid in-mil talus, 
with a line of culminating peaks, and slopes deeply furrowed 
into alternate ravines and ridges, which gradually T=ink dawn 
into the valleys of the Ganges and Brahmaputra, The disfaniw 
from the culminfitlng Yidge to the plain averages about ninety 
miles: a breadlli which Mr. Brian Hodgson describes by 
dividing it into three equal longitudinal zones : the lower com¬ 
prising the TMinz, or Muris of XepaL, and the than* of Bhutan, 
us well os the bfkdmr or sal forest* and the lerai; 1 the middle, 
between the Dhfins and the snow line ; and the upper or alpine 
zone. The first ranges from the plains to 4000 feet; the 
central, from 4000 feet to 10,000 feet; and the upper, from 
IOj.hKI feet So 29,000 feet above the sou level. The amount of 
heat and cold m these several zon^ depends almost entirely 
nn tho elevatirm, there being a diminution of temperuhiro equal 
to 3* or 3J Fuhr. for every thousand feet of height. But, m 
regards moisture* every movement to Lbe west or mortb-w* vt 
brings the traveller into a drier climate, and takes him farther 
and tarther from the line of the rainy monsoon. The ridgep 
also, being in the direct line of the EMJiiftv*n, cheek ila progrM^ 
and their hr-igliA has nn effect on tho amount of moisture in 
adjottmt valleys.

The fmestn of La Bam, separating the 
Talley of the Viliamnyn from ilie basin 6f Titicaca, is the coun¬ 
ts rjuirt of the Markm-la saddle dividing the beam of the Sutlej 
fruiii the valley of the Brahmaputra In both systems numer¬ 
ous rivnrs rise in the central cordillera, und after lateral 
courses between the two, eventually force a way through the 
outer chfLiin The Southern Himalaya bears an exact analogy 
to the fiutcr Andes which rise from the volley uf the Amazon.

But the ruck and pillar edicts of the Bnjah Priya- 
dnrsi 1 inculcate giodne^, virtue,, piety* and kindness to animals} 
and they ordain the infroduefcbii of a general system of iufitrufr 
tion in mend conduct, and the establishment of modiml diipen- 
siiries throughout the empire* It wai Aitcka or Priyadtrsi who 
fim sent missionaries beyond his frontiers to spread tbe glad 
tidings of Bhamw, or religion, among distent people* His son 
Matrimin. brought the sacred rmuu to Ceylon, 3 together with 
the Pali language of Magadkn, in which it was tirst taught; 
and in that Maud Buddhism hoe been preserved in its pttrest 
and most primitive form. 3 At about tho same time this bc< v 
religion was introduced into Ladak, K ho tan, Afghanistan, and 
the countries of tho Dins valley ; and it reached China at about 
the commeiL /ement of the Christian era. Bat it ^-ems 
that Great Tibet remained in darkness for gome centuries letter,, 
though almost surrounded 1>y the peace-giving light of Dianna. 

Tho rentes token by the Chinese pilgrims to India show 
that Tibet was at that time still in outside darkness WliPJi p 
in the beginning of tho fifth century/ Pa-Mi an, the heroic 
Buddhist monk, and hi* four companinUB, set out From Chins 
to visit the sacred sites in India, and to obtain copies of the 
&crrpLnre^ t they took the circuitous road to the north >d 
Tibet* and reached lihutun, then a stronghold of Buddhirt 
culture. The farther route of Fa-Hkn was over the Pamfr and 
-Hindu Kush, and uchjbb the Swat valley—that region which 
has lately been found to be so rich fo Build hist sculptures— to 
the Punjab T wo ccuturi^ later, the route of the other pilgrim, 
whose narrative haa been preserved, lliuen Thsang, also avoided 
Gniat Tibet* by a still wider circuit.

lL was, indeed, at about the period of Eiuon Thsing's 
journey that Buddhism first began to find its way Into Tibet, 
both from the direction of China and that of India; but it etuue 
in a very different fonu from tiiut in widt h it reached Ceylon 
Be vend centuries earlier. Traditions, metaphysical specula* 
turns, and new dogmas hud overlaid the original Scriptures with 
ati enormous collection of more recent revelation. Thus Tibet 
received a vast body of truth, and could duly asdiuilato a 
jiertion for the establishment of ft popular belief. Since tbe 
original Scriptures hud been conveysl into I 'ey Ion by the son 
of Asoku, it hud been rcreated to the devout Buddhists of 
India that their Lord had emoted the five Dhyant or celostial 
Buddhas, tuid that nodi of these hud created five BodilhiiSutwiu, 
or beings in the course of attaining Buddba-Lood, The Tibetans 
took [iini liold of this phase of the Buddhistic creed, anil their 
distinctive belief is that the Buddhisatwus continue to remain 
in existence for the good of mankind by passing through a 
Buc^toicn of human heiugs from the cradle to the grave. This 
characteristic of tlinir faith was gradually developed, and it was 
long before it received its present form; but the sucvftwion of 
incarnate BuddlusatwAa whs the idea towards which tin- Tibetan 
mind tended from the find. At the same time, us Mas Mailer 
says; "The most important element of the Bnddhiat reform 
lias always boon its social and moral code, not its mnUtpliyskal 
theories. That moral code, taken by hmdG fa one of the most 
jicrfoct which tho world has ever koasiand ft was this bless¬ 
ing that llie introduction of Buddhism brought into Tibet 
It is said that a native king established the seat or govern¬ 
ment at Lhosu in 617 A.tu ; tluu he married a Chinese princess 
of the Buddhist pemnajan, and (but he sent his min icier to 
India, who returned with tho great holly of truth contained in 
the Bnddhiat canonical Scriptures, farad the Tibetan alphabet

Kien4ung t who ruled over the Chinese empire Irani 1736 to 
1706* was also a prince of great capacity ; and the ascendency 
of China over Tibet m\s fully established do ring those reigna. 
Yet it was from the aide not of CIikiul, bat of India that 
Europtuiis first penetrated into Tibet, in the guise of mission* 
oriea. The Jesuit, Antonio AndnnLi, in 1 fi2-I T set out from 
Agra to scale the appalling mountain*, the snowy pin nod es of 
which were visible from the plains of India, Flo itfimbed the 
terrific j^ssea to the source of the GangoH r and eventually.after 
fearful stifFerings, readied the shores of the snored lake of 
MiiJiSitrmvar, the source of the Sutlej. Thence the undaunted 
miaaionmy found Ids way over the lofty passes to Rtidek, and 
eventDally, by way of Tungot, to Chins. He was the hist 
European to enter Tibet after Friar Octane oF Pordnaiune, in 
132D, just three centuries earlier. 1 

The unit journey, that of Fathers Crusher and Pontile* wua

That learned iciiDliir reports tlint it is in the 
library of a private gentleman at Fktda# and consi sts of a large 
folio volume dated 1727, of about 500 pages closely but very 
clearly ami legibly written. It contains a great abundance of 
notices respecting the geography of Tibet, and the manner* and 
custom*, and religion of tbo Tibetans. There are two other 
document - i if Desideri in tlio library of the Cungregution of tbe 
Propaganda at Rome, The first is another narrative, dated 
February 17 B 1717. soon r if tor hi* arrival nt Lhasit* mid itd- 
ilreasotl to the Pope, and the second h a letter written in 
autograph by Desideri to the Pope.

Father Desideri also translated tbe 1 K&ngrar * of the grout 
n? forming L lcilu Taoug^khapo, into Latin.

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Just before the Capuchin missionaries reacted Lhasa the 
famous native survey of Tibet had been completed„ which still 
forma lim basis of nur geographical knowledge of that country. 
The Emperor Kang-hi + having been satisiicd of the accuracy of 
the European method of surveying, from Lhe examination of a 
map which the Jesuit miEfinnnrksi had executed of the cutmlry 
round Peking, resolved to have a survey made of the whole 
empire on the earn# principles* Tills great work was commenced 
in duly, 1708, and the completes! maps were presented to the 
Emperor in 1718. The records preserved In each city were 
examined, topographical information was diligently collected* 
and the Jesuit Fathers checked their triangular ton by meridian 
olLitudes of the sun and pole star, and by a system of re- 
ineuHtinfmeuts. The result was n more accurate map of China 
than existed, at that time, of any country fn Europe. 

As repirds Tibet, an embassy hud been sent to Lhasa by the 
Emperor Kjuig-hi, to reconcile the Yellow and Bad Cap factions, 
and during the stay of the envoys, of two years, n map of Tibet 
wjis prepared* and placed in the hands of Father RegiSi one of 
the leading surveyors of China, on iheir return, 1 But It was 
fiLind tluit their positions bud not been fixed by astro comical 
observations* and that the distances had not l>een systema¬ 
tically measured. Bcgia declined to use this mitp as material 
fur a part of the general map of the empire. Kung-hi, there* 
fore, resolved to have another map constructed, anil accord¬ 
ingly two la mas were carefully trained m surveyors by the 
Jesuit Fathers at Peking, Find sent to Tibet with orders to in¬ 
clude lhe country from Sluing to Lhasa, and thence to the 
sources of Lhe Ganges* in their survey. The result wo* a map of 
Tibet, which was submitted to the Fathers, la 1717, and though 
not without fault?, it was found to be n great improvement on 
the former attempt- From it the Jcgnita prepared the well* 
known mapfl which weir forw a rded to Bn liable.

During the reign of tho Emperor Yung-cking, sou and muv 
cessor of Rung-hi, who caused the surveys to be executed, or 
between 1723 find ITHtf, the mnat remarkable journeys ever 
made by & European in Tibet wore achieved by a Dutchman, 
who went from India, by Lhasa, to Peking, and returned by 
tho same route. 

This traveller was Samuel Van do Futte. His family in 
well known in Zeeland, and the illustrious statesmen Fraiiaen 
Vim lL.i Potto, recently Minister of the Colonies in IIrjIliind T 1s 
descended fmni tho travelfnra father in direct line. Oarel Vein 
de Put to, the traveller's father, was ’Viep-Admind of Zeolniuh 
and, by his wife Johanna Const anti a Biscop, he hnd a ion 
Samuel, born at Flushing in 16^0. The Admiral died in 172-1, 
and Samuel studied Jurisprudence at Leyden, taking bin DneLur** 
degree an IT 14* In 1715 he was chosen Alderman of laughing. 
In 1718 he left the Netherlands, in com puny with another gutc 
lie man of good family, named Egmiond Van del- Nyenburg, of 
Alkmunr. They started with the intention of being absent for 
about three years, but a thirst for knowledge and Entrant are led 
them to exceed this period by many yean-. Van de I'nlte 
travelled with a caravan from Aleppo to Isfahan* and went 
thence to India, arriving at t he port of Cochin in August, 1721, 
After travelling for several years through the territories of the 
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Grtshit Mogtm], in the dress of a native, he eventually made his 
way to Lhasa; and Father GauviD assn res tis that ho acquired 
ttn? Tibetan language, and became htl dilute with some tif the 
Lumas, After a long residence at. Lhasa. ho set out, in the 
dress of a Chinese mandarin, accompanying a deputation of 
Ltuiias to Peking, Ho went hy the route * after wnr As traversed 
Ijv Hue, and entered China hy the Great Wall. Father Flornce 
della Panna, in one of his letters,* quotes a passage from the 
journal of \ an de Putts, in which ho describes the passage of 
the river Birin (Bi-wion), thp upper course of the Yang-taze, 
The river wna traversed Id boats made of hides. Embarking in 
the morning, tbo travellers paused the night on a Little island 
in tho middle of tins atrenm, and only reached the opposite 
shore at about noon an the following day.

table, and animal products of which the traveller hod collected 
specimens, which are now in the museum at Middelburg, 
There are also a few geographical notes, with slight sketches of 
the form of so vend lake a.

The period of the residence of Oapnrhm friars in Lhjisa s 
when the Lama Survey of Ti bet was executed and Van do Potto 
made his remarkable journey * was by no moans one of interna] 
tranquillity in the capital of the Bnlni Lama, The sixth inear- 
inito Enddhisatwa was Ltibsang Kalsuig, already mentioned* who 
feigned from 1706 to 1753, when be was succeeded by Lubsang 
ChumpfiL In 1710, the (Chinese Ambas + or political agents, put 
tho Tibetan Gyaipo, nr Thsgent, to death, and the people flow to 
arms, The turn nit led to a masaacre of the Chinese, mid the 
leader of tbs expedition sent by the Emperor tu restore order 
WuL-i prudently in.-truntm] to mate etmee^ioiirf, so that the ascen¬ 
dancy uf China wap maintained while the wrath of the L am ns 
and the people was appeased. The sntwedjfig Gyalpns, or Gcsnh 
Kimbanlids ware completely under tho intiiienee of tho Chinese, 
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as is shown by their expulsion of the C^bolic priest*, and by 
theiir jealous conduct ut the time uf the missions of Bogle and 
Turner. 

The Capuchin mL^ionaiies worn expelled from Lhasa in about 
1760, and took refuge at Lulitii Patau, in the valley of Nepal 
Here they wane witnesses of a revolution which has hml a fatal 
influence on the commercial prosperity mid progress of Tibet, by 
blocking up the passes into India through Nepal- This ewint 
was the deslrticliun of the Newar dynasty by the military tribe* 
ltd by the chief of the petty State ef Gurkha* The Mid rulers 
of Nepal, who em'fluraged commerce nod the arts of pflflCfti o:,u " 
aisled of the three Kings of Kathmandu* Patau, ain't Bhiitgsoo, 
in the Nepal valley. Their own dissensions appear to have 
hem the minted into cause of their fsdl + TV King of Ehntgaon 
applied to tho Chief of Gurkha, mimed Pritbi Ntirayam U* help 
him ugninst the other two klip; but he won saw the danger 
he hud iovitedt ami took measured of defence, making I'onmeu 
causu with his brethren of Pa tan und Kathmandu. It wo** ion 
late, The Gnrkhas, under Frithi Nrirnyan, bod occupied nil 
the tu^jtintiiins that surround the valley of Nt?pal t which they 
blockaded. Their leader then broke into the valley, after 
three sieges captured tho town of Sirt i pu r, comm i tftng at lemons 
acts of cruelty on tho inhabitants* Tho Newar Rajah* catruateil 
aid from the English in India* in 1769, and a snail force **i 
sent under CaptmmKiulMh^whft® approach created a dlvurav^ 
but ho eventually retreated, and Pritbi Naraynn captured th* 
three Nepal capitals, one after tho other, in 1760* The King d 
Bbatguon was allowed to retire to Bamuea^ the King uf Kath¬ 
mandu fell in the field, and be of Falun died in chains. Th&* 
in finir yearflp the Nepal \ alloy was subdued, and Fritlii Norayr- 
with bis warlike tribe*, founded the present Gurkha djut^ty 
by much bard fighting, followed by tbo must hideoua atruOti^ 
on the vanquished. 

The Fa thorn Guisoppe (who was Prefect of the Konintt S0* 
^ioii) and Mivimet Angelo wore ey e-w itnes&a* of this cont|ue*^ 
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and of the horrible cruelties which disgraced it, 1 The imseiun- 
urica afterwards obtained periniMfln to retire with thtir dock 
into British territory, ami they settled at Bettiah, near Patna. 
I'ritbi Nornynn died in 1771, three yea ts after the conquest of 
Nepal, leaving two sons mimed &iog Pertnb and Biihadar ■tf-uli. 
The former succeeded* and died in 1715, leaving an infant 
sun, and Bahadur fifth became regent. In the time of tite re¬ 
gency* the Qcrkhaa conquered tbo whole of Nepal, and so perse¬ 
cuted tlie merchants by their w&mitnmtol la lad other ow t itm* 
that the ouco flnnrinb hig trade between Tibet and India, by the 
Nepal passes, was almost annihilated. The misconduct of the 
Cforkhn Jtajuh was a constant subject of com plaint in the con¬ 
versations of the Teahu Lama with Mr. Bogle, 

While Prithi Ntirayon was coaqnormg Nepal, an equally 
ambitious though le^ fortunate disturber of the peace aresc in 
Bhutan in 1 lie person of Deb JtulhurJ who overran SB hi ?u and 
behl possession of it for several years. He then invaded Kuril 
Bihar in 1772* an aggression which brought him info collision 
with the British, atui led to his overthrow J The family of the 
Kuril Ikhnr Raydi solicittvcl the aid of ihofiovernnm-nt of [Julia, 
and Warren Hastings organized a small field force, under Captain, 
John Jones* which speedily drove the Bhutanese buck into their 
MU* bafoei 1 ffimo of their strongholds, and forced them hi sue 
for peace. Tho Tesbn Lama of Tibet nl*j wrote a letter inter¬ 
ceding for them, and scut it to Calcutta. 4 Deb Judhnr strove 
to form a coalition against the English, and the Rajahs of 
Nepal, Assam, and Eylhei promised to join him, and would 
certainly hare done ito if any IVfCOCM had attended his arum. 

Women Hostings hod assumed the government of Btmgal in 
A pH l P 1772; and in the following cool senaon of 1772-73 tho 
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operations against Lite Bhutanese were undertaken* 1 At their 
successful dose lie received tho dignified letter of mtem^ssioa 
ftum the Teshu Lama which if? printed at page X; and he fbe* 
concorved and nmlured that enlightened policy which wua coe- 
tiniioiis during his ten ape of office* a tail which had for its object 
th? reopening of commercial and friendly mtarcamsft b&wm 
tlio krfty plateau of Great Tibet and the plain* of fodin. Modi 
leniency and forbearance were shown in dealing with the <le- 
feuldi Bhutanese* both to conciliate the goodwill of the moun¬ 
taineers themselves, and out of deference to the wishes of the 
Tafihu Lama, 

Warren Hastings also resolved to send an emiwy to the 
Deb Itajnh of Bhutan, and to the Teshu Lama of T d*et 
He took this step after very mature consideration, and 
his (irelinunnrv memorandum * shows that bo had cun?fully 
studied all the works bearing on the subject to which be biul 
access. In Hu ding De GuigXies, Du Hid do* Bell, and Aatley* 
voyaged He selected Mr, George Bugle, of the Bong*! Civil 
Service, as envoy, whose iiislniotiunfl are dated on the 13th oi 
May* 1774. The narrative of this mlfifikm is now published fur 
the first time, and will, I believe.be read with much interest 

Mr. Bugle was the first Englishman— except his companion Hr. 

Hamilton mid Mr. Manning—who ever crossed ihe Tssnpu to 
]lri uppor course, and this only European who ever had the ud* 
vantage of dose and friendly intercourse with one of the Grand 
Litmus of Tibetan Buddhism, and who left a record of hi* im- 
prefistons and conv trsat i dhb + Bwi'lw tho valuable information 
he collected, Bogle 1 !* mission was very successful in other re 
apecte. It laid the foundation uf a policy which, laid it been 
steadily and cautiously, but continuously, carried out, would 
long ere this have secured permanent results. Bogle formed a 
doie fritrud.diip with the Testu Lamu uml all hid kindred. He

Thrw isnecesfWJS- were Confirmed by the great reduction of duties 
on tho frontier, 1 and t he establishment of a fair at Rnngpur,, 
niidi'r conditiorm which were extremely advantageous to the 
Bhntnnesr?. Their expanses were paid by government* stables 
wm eiwt-ed for their buries* nad baciflefl for themselves* 3 
But Mr, Bogle fatmd that the i Jesnb Eijubochu, or Regent, at 
LEiiuiiit, under the influence of the f'hinese agents, opposed tho 
more liberal and etdightened views of the Teghu Lnm.ii, ns ie- 
gnn Iw the admiasioti of to reign e rs into Tjlkit* with fatal efiVefc. 
Jt Boomed el ear that the only way to counteract this was to 
obtain, through tin.- Teahu Lama, a hearing at Peking. Mr* 
Br-gle r eturned from Tibet in June, ITTS, and Wivrren Hnstinga 
determined to continue *ui intercourse which had been unm- 
giirateii with such excellent judgment and tact. 

In NWmlftr* 1775* Dr- Hamilton, who accompanied Mr. 
Bogle to Tibet, was appointed to a second mission to Bhutan; 
and in January, 1776, he reached the frontier, ami received n 
friendly letter from, the Deb I’ujnh inviting him to proceed to 
Pnnakha* He endeavoured to enter Bhutan by an easirr and 
better route, leading by the Bakin Dunr to Pare; but afciKf&Hefl 
appear to bare been raistH i f and bn eventually took the old and 
difficult ruide t by the JiuxuJJmir* which he hud formerly 
tmwemti with Mr. Bogle. Dr, Hamilton reached Fttnikiui cm 
April fi p and wm at Tjuwfsridcin in May. 1776. On* of bin 
duties ni4H to examine into the elaJruft of the Deb Rajah on 
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l be districts of Am hurl Fuk-kottali and Julpamh, aid be c&nw 
to the couoloaiojij after taking evidence, that equity dumvffld&d.

In July, 177?* Dr. Hamilton was sent on a third mission to 
Bhutan, to congratulate a new Deb Bajah on his aiMSsiud, 
returning hi September. 1 Thus Warren Moating prevented H .- 
opening made by Mr* Bogle from again being nlas^d. by 
keeping up regular intercourse with the Bhutan rulers, by 
maintaining a uorrt^pondouoe with thr IV-bu L&tim, and 
by means of the annual Mi ait 11 ting pur. 

To April, 1770* Mr. Bogle was appointed as envoy to Tib t 
n second time,, btii the arrival of news tit at the IVthra Lanin 
was about to undertake a journey ti ■ Poking cau^'-d the prat* 
pom-meat of ihe mission. What followed is detailed in ehapfa-f 
Xtk* The Toahu Liimiu at one of iiis Hrst interviews with 
the Emperor of China, teak an opportunity of speaking ia 
favonr of Warnm Hasting* and the English ia Indio. Mr- 
B-'gb?. it had been arranged, was to have met bis friend the 
Burs 01 at Peking, and would probably haw returned with iibii 
to Tibet. But two great calamiri^s frustrated these admirable 
pinna* Die Ted in Hama died of smallpox at Peking, u a 
November 12, 1?EG, and Mr* Bogle died jit Calcutta on tka 
3rd of April, 1781. 

Looking to the mwem wliich had attended Mr. BogW* 
negotiations, and to his special aptitude for the work* the death 
of that distinguished public servant was a national c&liiujdy* 
But Wnm n Hastings was not to be turned aside from bis ffa 
and statesmanlike aim* He carefully watched the course of 
events for an opportunity to make another move* At length,

the British envoy, with the appearance of much attention, anil 
nodded with repeated but alow motions of the head,, an though 
ho understood every word. lie was silent and sedate* hi.n 
whole attention w\is directcd to the envoy, and lie conducted 
himself with. astonishing dignity and decora hi, Ho wtis one of 
the handsomest children Captain Turner had over seen, rind be 
grew up to be an able and devout ruler, delighting the Tibetan* 
with hisi presence for many years, and dying at u good old 
ago. 

Captain Turner took lib leave, and after a short Ft ay with 
the Deb Rajah at Ftrmtkha, ho rejoined the GovefiflondJaneiwl 
at Patna, in March, 1784J 

In the following year, 1785, India lost the service* of her 
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first English GoveraDr-Genefnl, jtnd wills his retirement nil 
direct diplomatic Lutarcoiirse between Tibet anti I ml in ceased 1 
jiud has never been renewed. Warren Hastings had a piolicjr 
which was alike wise and consistent* Each separate step was 
not a long ono, but each was n atop in advanco, and what 
won ouco gained was never lost. The knowledge once acqaired 
was preserved, in order to furnish guidance for future action ; 
and a policy was established which was persistent and con¬ 
tinuous and at the same time cautious and conciliatory. With 
the retirement of the great statesman all this came to an end; 
ami even now it will be long before the Government of India 
regains the ground* as regards friend I y iotercrour^o with Tibet, 
Unit it hml actually reached when i la measu™ were guided by 
the genius of Warren H listings, 

\\ hen Warren Hostings left India he actually had a diplo¬ 
matic agent at the Tibetan Court. This was Porosgif Gosain* 
the faithful eomjkHJiiou of Bogle and Tamer, aud of the Tosbu 
Lama in his journey to Peking* Ptimngir witnei&ed the 
removal of the infant Tcshii Lilian from the Terpoliug monastery 
to Tesliii Lambo* amidst imposing pomp and general rejoicings: 
trnd hiri solemn installation in presence of the Dalai Lama, I he 
Chinese political agent or Ambj^ tho G«nb RimWJi^ W 
fljo beads of all the monasteries in Tibet, in October, 17ffcL 
PrinuigiT Granin was dismissed by the Regent Chauu Cusho 
Willi the moat cordial AsaarauoaS of his desire to continue the 
friendly relations established by Mr, Bogle, and to enootiraga

His force consisted of 70,000 mea + 
with. tha nam*ury storey which lio divided into two oolmmifl, 
of 40,000 and 30 S G£IQ. Meanwhile the Gcrkhos hud evacuated 
Tealm Liiuibo, and retreated to ihe plain of Tengri Mai don, 
where they awaited the approach of the Chinese army. In 
the buttle which followed the Gurkhas were entirety defeated, 
and Baud overtook them* in their ret rail, at the head 
of the pass into Nepal, and again routed them with great

At this point the two armies faced each other for some time,

The conduct of the British Govcrmnont, under Lord Cora* 
Wallis, during the course of these events was nidbrttmatn in iU

sccuretl the respect of the Gorkhn Regency, obviated tJm march 
of the Chinese army, nud prevented the Anal sealing up of flu 
passes, The actual l>oliey adopted was one of waiting anil 
drifting. 

In August, 1792. Lord Cornwallis rcci-ived a letter from the 
Dalai Lama, informing him that the Chinese army hud deflated 
the Gurkhas, ami warning him not to interfere on their I'chalL 
The iiorkhn Cogent had besought the military aid of nit 
British, and Lord Cornwallis wrote to him, on the 15th of 
Hop te in her, 1702, declining to give him assistance, and n sign¬ 
ing for a rea^.n that the English Company L'nrrV on extensive 
commercial concerns with the Chinese, and have a i i iory at 
Canton, and that therefore it is necessary to preserve ft good 
understanding with the Emperor* But ho offered to depute a 
gentleman in his confidence to mediate between China and 
Nep;d. Lord Cornwallis also replied to the JJuIni Luma pro¬ 
posing mediation after tho rains, and saying that Golem. 1 1 
Kirkpatrick had been commimioned to proceed Id Kathmandu 
with that object. 

But Colonel Kirkpatrick woe too late, and long before lie 
could arrive on the seeing the Chinese general had settled the 
question in his own way. The British envoy was oeeompa&i 1 ^ 
by Lieutenant 8eott T Lieutenant Knox, lieutenant Gerard, 
and Itr. Freer t with an escort of eepoys. The mia&iou wtu

In October, 1802, a treaty was negotiated with Nepal, by 
Captain Knox, to renew the provisions of that of 1792, which 
hail become a dead letter; and in the same year that officer pro¬ 
ceeded to Kathmandu as Resident- Rut he also was bowed 
out, and the only result of ids lujaaiuu was the valuable work of 
Dr. Buchanan Hamilton, the father of Indian sUliitics, who 
accompanied it. 1 In March, 1800, Captain Kslox withdrew 
fru-m Nopal, and on the 24th of January', lS04 t Lord Wellesley 
formally dissolved the alliance with the Durbar* 1

The former was a policy of 
con stunt. and wiktchful vigikiicej of firmness consbinod with non* 
cilia l ion; and of persistent resolution to keep open friendly 
relations end to encourage trade. The latter is one of imiilTtir- 
ttieo ami neglect, varied by occasional small hut discyslrous won 
wbicli are waged not for any hroud imperial noil, but on uceouat 
of P^tty squabble about b<randari€& The omira* taken al 
the time of the Chinese invasion resulted in the Nepal war. 


fn 1804, Run Rjihttdnr returned to Nepal, and wjib murdered 
isooia afterwords, One of his follower^ named Jihini Sen Thnppa, 
then became regent, the Rajah, a grandson of Tortnb Sbig, 
Ineitig only two years old. Ho was rodent until 1838, and 
represented a mnriinl and turbulent policy* Under him ike 
Gnrklfb Burbnr commenced a system of encroachment and 
menace along the frontier; and on the 1st of November, 1814 r 
the Government of India, under Lord TlnBtiugB, declared war. 
General Ochterlony, with 0000 men, was to ikttmrk the west 
frontier; General Gil leap ie+ with Sd(M?„ woe to occupy the Dehrt* 
Dim ; Generals Wood nod Motley, with 4500 and 801)0 men re¬ 
spectively, were to advance from the plains on Pal pa ail'I 
Kathmandu; and Major Latter, with a local force, wilh U* 
operate to the eastward of the Kost, and in the direction <«J 
Sikkim. Gillespie’s force occupied Dckro* but through grass 
imsinmijigcinent wait rnpnLmd Jit tlio siege of Kiduuga with 
great slaughter, and the general was killed. Oferluiiyb 
operations near the Sutlej were more successfitl. But H'ood f in 
liis advance towards Palpn, got disheartoned, and fell Wk on 
Gumkpiir; and Marley also retreated altar advancing a short 
distance.

nt Kathmandu* But the Nepal Durbar refeed to ratify the 
treaty, and in February* 181 ti.

The pormauetit results of the war were good* The Gorkkns

Besides his tnarvcdlons literary industry, Mr, Hodgson, while 
at K nth mum hi. drew up turn memoirs on the military system of 
Nepal, reoom mending the espedJemjy of procuring the serridst 
of n considerable body of Garkhu soldiers, whereby we should 
diminish the cfunnies of collision with Nepal caused by the 
prefigure on its Government of an excessive soldiery. The 
Gurkhas have neither arts, literature, unr commerce to draw off 
their attention from finqs. They have tiiut lusty hardihood of 
character, love of enterprise* anti contempt of drudgery, which 
lunke wjir especially eorigimiid,, 

Air, Hodgson next fumed his attention to promoting the

Nest to Mr* Hodgson and Caomn de Karo.-*, tlm most distin- 
gtu.-riiud contributor to our knowledge of the n>giou lying 
hvtwiWi India and Tibet, during the [iresenl century, is un- 
doubtr^dly Dr. Campbell. Archibald Campbell was bom m 
1805, and was appointed an ns.dstant. surgeon in the East India 
Company's *. mm in 1828- IIa first caino t.. Nepal in 1830, 
^lh surgeon re rhe residency at Kathmandu, ami left in 18381* 
having been sent by Mr. Hodgson to settle a btiuudfuy dj-quito 
with Sikkim. Tills service was so well performed that it. led to 
Dr. Campbell ris:eiviiig charge of the hill station at Darjiling. 
While under St r T Hodgson be wrote a narrative of our political 
relations with Nopal, and an excellent jumper nn the agriculture 
of the Nepal valley** 

The bill station of Darjiling, 370 milea to the north of 
Cidentto* is on u ridge of the Sikkim Himalaya, at si height 
varying from 8BQ0 feet to 7500 feet above the sea. In 1828 
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Mr. J. W. Grtrat and Mujor Herbert, the &urvryor-Qeiim] uf 
India, report ehI on the eligibility ef Darjiling as a sanitarium, 
and the Sikkim Rajah mu indored to «gn ti dood, in February, 
1835, ceding the territory in exchange for n pension of SCNji, a 
year. 1 l)r. Campbell weft appointed superintendent of the new 
station in 1S40, and was entrusted with the charge of political 
relations with Sikkim. 

Dr. Campbell described Sikkim—called Rinjing by the 
inhabitants—as cohering an area of about 1550 square mi\?h 
with a population of 71H30, of whom 3000 are ^bQO 

Bhutanese, and 2000 Lhabufl. There i* no money revontifi, and 
the contributions in kind from agricultural produce and transit 
duties would not. exceed Km, 7000 a year. The country 
a great extent covered with, forest aad thick onilr-rwood. Tin? 
KtLjiih is tribniftry to China through Lhasa* and resides 
November until May at To tiding, and the rest of the yent at 
Chtitnbij within Tibetan territory. The Rajah of Sikkim had

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British Sikkim from its pristine condition uf an impenetrable 
jwngfo* tcjutot^d by half savage and mutually hostile" mens, to 
that of a flourishing European hill station! and a rich jigri- 
t'lilfnml province" It has since become a centre of tea utid 
cbmchona cultivation, 

Tb® miseDdorstaiidinga wiLh the Sikkim Rajah arose from 
bis kidnapping propensity. Two npecially gross Gasses, in l&GOj 
caused an order that his territory north of the Eiimnm river 
rind west of the Great Kunjit, should bo occupied until resf.itm 
ticui ivllh made. The occupy log force was, however, nL Nicked 
and driven buck, and in February„ 1861, a larger dctnubinanfc,. 
under fam] ten ant-Cokmel Gawler, with the Hon. Ashley Eden os 
eiiToyp crossed the Great iiunjit into Sikkim, proceeded to 
TuEnldng.and enforced the Rajah's agreement to Jinnther treaty, 
dated March 28. 186 L Numgay De^un, who had imprisoned 
Dr. Campbell, and had been inoeasiintly hudlilo, was expelled 
from Sikkim for ever* and Chiba LnmH, a friend tu the 
English, vow appointed Demon in Ld* place. The other articles 
turned free trade, and the right of travelling and making 
roods in Sikkim.

I N . Campbell presided over the destinies of the bill station 
of Darjiling for twenty-two yeare* from 1840 to February lHh*\ 
when he retired. He returned to England* but he continued to 
take nil acti ve port in furl he ring prom ts for the good of Darji¬ 
ling, especially the cultivation of tea, the establishment of 
chiiichuun plan tilt tons, and the capRtructian of the Dug fling 
railway* Ho was a very active member of the Society of Arts, 
•nd also of the A nth ropol ogicol \ lis Lit iilo* Wh cn Dr* Ga ffiphe] I 
died, on November 8* 1874, bis great experience and wide 
knowledge of these subject* were missed, and liis km will lung 
be felt by those who are intenesteti iu the prugresa of Indian 
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trade, and in the opening of friendly intercourse along our 
Himilftvan frontier. 1

The' Himalayan Journals* form a fnseiniitinp book of travel^ 
in which the reader may obtain a vivid impression of tlm 
scenery, and the nature of the country from the (ami fringing 
the plains* to the passes into Tibet and tin* snowy pinks; and 
the work la quite indispensable to a student of 1 Jiomlaynii 
geography, 1 Dr. Hooker also made a topogrnpbiml survey of 
Independent Sikkim, resulting in what ts still the only map of 
that country. This is the mwt valuable contribution that any 
] 'rivnte traveller ever made to the geography oi the Himalayan 
region. 

Dr, Hooker was the first European who reached the passes 
tending into Crest Tils4 since the return of ^1 r. Manning in 
YtiVA. But, in the interval, students of Chinese iiLoniinrn bad 
collected much accurate infortnatbn resjRtitiiig that interest in^ 
con Qtry * Heinrich J id i us Kin j moth is th e m i tel eminent of t he** 
sdiolnrs. Bum in 1788, the son of a professor of diemMliy at 
Berlin, he early devoted himself to tho study of Orwmtd 
iflugufl^a, and in ISbDo ho ptccouijioijied a Bushian Amliisssdor 
to Peking. He afterwards TEsited the Cnoeaatxs, and oa his 
return ha sett]id at Park, where he organised the Asiatic 
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Soeitty, imd edited Lite r Journal Asialique,' and where he died 
in J835. Bis most valuable semes to those who are interesto d 
in Tibet l 1 tins Lit 9 in the tniindmiun of n detailed description of 
tbfll l ountry from the great geographical dictionary of Cliita, 
published at Ptkrng in 1775. It contains u short liistory unii 
descriptive lists of tho towns, rivers, lakes, mountains, and 
passes ill the four province* of D, Tsang, Kura, and Ari.

From Giansti the Pundit followed the route taken by Hr, 
Hanning to the Palti or Famdok-eho lake, crossing a spur of 
the Central Chain by the pm* of Khoro-la, 17,0im feet above the 
sea.

Joameyiug up the Tsanpu valley, lie crossed tlm Mariam-k 
pu^, and returned to India, retorting himself to Oolomd Mont- 
gomorie at the headquarters of the Gnat Trigonometrical 
Survey.

He wap detached from Mr, Forsythe 
mission at Yarkand; made his way across the lofty unknown 
plateau of tho inland lakes, and over the Northern Chain 1u 
Lhasa - went some distance further down the Tsanpu than any 
of his predeceBSar^ -and filially reached Assam by the Tuwaug 
foaH east of Bhutan, which, though unknown to us, appears to 
be much frequented by Tibetans, and may hereafter become a 
great commercial highway. The report of this Pundit will bo 
extremely interesting and important

Mr, Edgar believe* that if 
it good frontier mud were opened through Sikkim, from tbn 
Jcdup-lu [Mf? into Chain hi to Darjiling, large quantities of com 
nmi sheep, y/rf, and wool, the real wealth at Tibet, won hi find 
their ffny into India.' But this would only be a atnull beginning. 
I*or the real development of its vast resources, Tibet must hare 
the same advantages as are enjoyed by the sierra of Pern, a 
country which it resembles in so tunny zeapeotB, 1 It is essential 
lot her growth in prosperity that all the passes into India should 
be freely opened to her commerce. This is n necessity when 
the staple of a mountain plateau is live stock. In Pern, the 
droves of 1 lumas are brought down with produce for the markets 
by numerous pssaes, because there must bo n vast area of 
pasturage by the way. There i B the same need for Tibet. 

TLo great future measure which may hereafter reword die 
adoption of a bruadly conceived and continuous policy will be 
the es taHishmen t of unfettered mtercoume through all Ihe 
Himalayan passes from the Kali to the Dihong. And the fii*t 
< ..sentia] for the initiation oi such a policy is a comprehension of 
the physical and political gwgrnphy of the region, and a 
dionjugh knowledge „f it* history If thin is conceded, it will 
i.OW that the publication, for the fiat time, of a f,jtl account 
. ^Bogfo’a mission to the Tcslm Lanrn, and of Mr. Manning's 
juuniLy iti Lhasa, will usefully fill up two gap# in a history 
which would otherwise be incomplete. 

Moreover, the study of Bogfo s negotiation with the Lama is 
specially important For the great statesman who despatched 
the mission reached a point in his policy, as regards the mailf 
tunanco nf friendly intercourse with Tibet, which was afterwiwk 
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Imi and has never been regained. It will l*e useful to examine 
tin- curiously close ftoinin of resemblance, jlh Tibet, 

between the period when Warren Hastings was at the helm and 
the present time. Then* as now', the Tibetan* were most 
friendly and cordial, from the soured Lama of Tealm Lumbo 
downwards.

ence with the Emperor; while Mr. Bogle- himself intended* 
with the sanction of the Guveruur-Generah to have proceeded 
to Peking.

Thu country, at ti very critical period, 
was 11nis thrown into u state of dangerous futurebv, in which it 
remained for nearly two years, until the opportune death of 
Colonel Munson, in September, 1776, once more gaTu Warren 
Hastings a majority at the Council Baud. 

1 hiring this period young Bogle was placed in a moot 
difficult position. In July, 1775, Alexander Elliot amt home, 1 
partly to advocate the cause of his beloved chief, and to take 
cure that the tnitb was known respecting the trial of NWonuu; 
for Francis was busily disseminating tile moat unscrupulous 
iniareprusentationa, and truth bad little chance >f king heard 
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niiCTe falsehood imd Blunder enjoyed such iKWrcrfuI patrmmge. 
Writing to hi* sister, Mrs. Brown, at this time. Bogle says: “ A

Writing to his brother Robert, in 177o, he 
Htrvdt "The Other day Mr. Hustings proposed me for n liigh 
office- He was seconded by Mr. Harwell, but it was carried 
against me by the other three members. So that at present, 
when I expected to reap the fruit of all mv labnqre, I not db- 
np|H tinted. The particular favours with which Mr. Hast ing* hi is 
honoured me, leave me, however, in these times, in no sttspeme 
u to the line 1 am to take. There is Only one honourable 
mm, Yet 1 do not despair. I have got myself some credit. 

1 have, I think, no enemies; and I must hope for tile best, 
The*e disputes 1 trust, will soon bo nettled by an order from 
England, and that Mr. Hastings, whose able and spirited 
administration has rained the Company's affaire to the must 
nourishing situation they were ever ill, will meet with that sup¬ 
port which lib services deserve. As I “* malted at present 
lo net in any public employment, 1 propose to dedicate my time 
entirely te the service of Mr, Hastings, and to improving myself 
in the Persian, The foelhms in Calcutta render society, beyond 
the circle of one's intimate friends, very' unpleasant, and l 
intend, therefore, to lead a quiet life, ami f« what turn things:

At length the death of 1 'olpmd Monson, on September 25, 
un t deprived Fmneis of his majority* and put an end to his 
fact bus misrule, The Govemor-tJenurjil was restored to jwiiwcr, 
and on the 12th of November George Bogin was appointed, in 
cn injunct km with .Mr. David Anderson, to superintend an office for 
the prepanitkiii and ammgcmmt of the necessary materials for 
forming a now sett lenient of the Company V provincea, at the 
etpirtif bn ol the evicting leased l b matured upon this iinpir- 
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tint work with zeal and assiduity. “ J t is fUiurk. n he writes to bin 
futber, u which will engross my whole lime, im l retjuitE my 
greatest exertions to execute my part of it.” The information 
collected by Mr. Anderson and Mr, flogin wan mvidoable; and 
there were not two gentlemen heller qualified at. the ilwpnsail 
of Government, t»oth cm aecoTint of their tnltfnifl and tlietr 
basmess-liko Labile. 1 Bogle also managed tile Company s law 
liii.ineys, no Commissioner of Lawsuits, during about fifteen 
month*, a very difficult and harassing service. 

Meanwhile an attempted revolution by the I'Vancia clique 
was thwarted. On thfi 2 Ith of November, 1777, Bogle writes to 
hh lather; i£ You wilt Lave learnt the coiise,|ii«ier-s which the 
unexpected neeonnLJ of Mr. Hiurtingfl' resignation produced in 
this settlement; the nasumption of the government by GcnciuJ 
Havering; the refusal of Air.

The lost letter written by Mr. Bogle, that ho* Ixen pre- 
served, fa dated at Hungpur, on the 528th of October, 17 >0, ami 
is addressed to his father. The old man wrote to Lis son on iho 
5th of December nf the same year, from Duldowie, saying, 
«Accept of these few hues from your affectionate parent ., now 
running his eightieth year m good health, and who, with the

The character of George Bugle is sha^n by the facta of his 
life here brieSy staled, by liis letters, and by the journal 
and other document £ relating tu the Tibet misr-hm. His selec¬ 
tion to HIE post after post of responsibility and difficulty, by so 

sagacious mi Eid fii id ist mtor sis Warren Elastic gs, is a nlldicieut 

proof that Bogle was an able* feo&leuis* and hard-working public 
servant Hi*? letters allow that he was an uffr^tiounle, warm¬ 
hearted, and generous man; and hie journal in Tibet is that of 
a singularly calm and cautions diplomatist, poemsfeed of an 
rnexhaufftiblo fund of patience and goad humour. The friend¬ 
ship hr funned for the Teshu Luma and his family, which was

Hubert Bo”le eventually succeeded hLs father at Daldowie, 
but all the brothers and listen* died unmarried except the 
eldest, Martha, who married Mr. Thomas Brawn of LaDgrido.

Thomas 3IaNNINO is the only Englishman who has over visual 
Lhasa nii'J seen the Dalai Luma He was the «omd son of the 
Reverend William Manning, Rector of Diss, in Norfolk, ami was 
horn at hid father's first, living of Broome, in the same county, 
on the hlh of November, 1772. Owing to ill health in early 
life, he whh obliged to forego the advantages of a public school t 
but under hi* father's roof ho wart a dose student of both 
dAflri<w and mathematics, and became an eager dbmple of tho 
pIuIoBopby of Plato* On liis reooY&ry he wmt to Cain* College 
Cambridge, and Bhidied intensely, especially mathematics. 
While at Cambridge he published a work on algebra, in 1,% 
<two vol-c five), ami a smaller book on arithmetic. He p.L^ed 
the final cram i nation, and was expected to lie at least second 
wrangler, hut bis strung repugnance to oaths and tests debarred 
him from academic honours and preferments, anil he left the 
University without a degree. At Cambridge Manning was tho 
friend of Toreon. He also mado the oeipiaintaoce of Charles 
I^rnib, with whom he regularly i-orresponded- 

After he had lived at Cambridge for same years, he began 
to brood over the mysterious empire of China, and devoted hi* 
lime to an investigation of the language and art* of the 
Chinese, and the state of their country. Ha resolved to enter 
lire Celestial Empire at all Inwards, and to pmsecuto bis re* 
searches till dsmth stopped him, or until ha should return with

Tibet is a cold, high, mountainous country. The inhabitant* 
approach more in figura to the Persians and other mhahitanta of 
Wpylcrn Asia* than to any of their neighbours* Chinese, Hindus, or 
Tatars. 

It should seem that Tibet consisted of a great variety of tribes 
mors or le« addicted to tho pastoral life. At times they appeal to 
Lave united into powerful confederacies, and became formidable 
to their neighbours. At other times* when divided, they fell a 
prey to irruptions of Tatars* or to the policy and power of the 
Chinese, The Caucasus formed a bamor on the south that pn> 
tf*:Led reciprocally both TTindustflui and Tibet from any dangerous 
bn&iilitiiis in that quarter. 

In the fourth century, the Tatar confederacy of the Typtt sub 
dned the north and east nf Tibet. In the eighth and ninth jftmturiuti, 
when tho Tatar confederacy of the Turks became feeble, the piwer 
of those nations, which now acknowledge the supremacy of the 
Dalai Lama, was very great, Sometimes tiny penetrated into the 
heart of Chinn, hut at other limes tho Chinese took advantage of 
their di visions to recover what had been lod. 

In l lO’i the chief of Great Tibet Bocme to have resided at 
Lha*a. He at that period found it neceamy do become kina, in 
order to strengthen his authority ovsr tho different tribes tint Imd 
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mkwl him to be their lender, and for the aarne mason, it ta paid, 
that he submitted to become a vassal of the GbjDcee empire in 
MSB. 

In the thirteenth century,the Tutor oonfedemryof (he Moghuls 
under Mongo Kluin overran Tibet, and booh after KnblaJ Hum. 
who was Emjieror of Chirm us well as chief of the Moghuls, divided 
it mto provinces, and gave (Li title of King to (he Lama >,( Llm-a. 
The Moghul princes being mcpelled from Chins, the Emperor 
Tooglo, of the dynasty of Ming, which succeeded them, gave the 
title at King, in 1373, to * iglit nqnm lomjis in Tibet. In 1-JdB, 
tlie*.- toot the title of Grand hiimai; and then, or some time aftor- 
wunls, the L&mu of Lhasa took the distingnialiing litte of Tiiitur 
Lama. At Last, we find the Chinese Emperor Knng-hi appointing, 
hi lido, n I'nlfli Lama, who is said to bo the sixth in succesfiLm 
who had borne that title. 

It was in the middle of the fifteenth century that the Dalai 
L&mn of Bhutan, 1 or Greater Til^t, first named a Typ 1 Lams for 
tlie idmmislnitam of civil affairs'. The late intrreniqree opened 
between tlifi Prcsid>-niy of liengid mid Bhutan shows that the tifiice 
of Typa r emains and uotniijly engraaea the authority of the state. 
It is not likely that the Dalai liaiua retains tins power of noxui- 
naliiqg to this office. 

Although the Chinese historians ascribe to their e m p er o r s ihc 
pow ( T of nominating (ho Dalai Luna, it tkeg not folicw that this 
nomination is mom than a bam uoknowledgnictit or confirmatiun 
of his appointtnout by the lamas dr Tibebin tribes. It may likr-

We are told Unit the IXibu Larnn 
is held to on iDcannition of the kgbkW 1 prophet, or god Buddha 
w Fo r who over nil TTm dnstan gM his name i Jiko Thantli or 
Mercury. the prophet legislator and god of the Egyptians i to the 
planet Munrary* and to tho fourth day of the week When the 
Dalai Lama dir*, a child b hrnid to Ik- pitched on as posatgeiug 
certain marks which almw Unit the soul of the dnccarad Iion h&m 
innanigrakd into him ; and the divinity and identity of the new 
manifestation of the god b of course acknowledged. 

Among the different Tatar tribes which are of this religion^ 
there mo persons eallod Eu-tehnek-tus, 1 who are likewise esteemed 
living Fus. It is* however, said that though each tribe pays a 
particular respect to ita own Kn tckcck-tn, the divinity of those of 
other t ribas is not the let*a acknowledge^ and it is even protended 
that thu- Kn-tdnwk‘tus admit a superiority in tho Dalai Lama, so 
that his- excrvm^iib are eold ns charms at a great pries among nil 
Ike Tuhr tribes of this religion. I have alranly mentiQiiwl tlmt 
no less than rigid Lamas in Tibet, besides tbfl Luma of Lhasa, hart" 
the title of King, and bite called Grand Lamas* 1 But I do not know 
whether these, too, are esteemed incarnations of the divinity, or

We pulsed 
the farts of iVpwrmi-ganj, and Chiehaiotin/ lately destroyed, and 
armed at some new houses, in quo of which wb were loc a mn i o d fth A 
The honse wm thnifitid* the floor of ktb of Limn boo, and 
raised four feet from the ground; the walls of reeds, tied together 
with dips of bojnlwx'; and the stair a stump of ft tree, with notches 
cut in it* It I Lad much the look of a birdcage, and the space below 
Imug turned Into ft hogstj* contributed Bttle to its pteisiintncsH, 
Tlftire was not a bit of iron or rope about it The houses for the 
three next stages were in the same styk, The head man of the 
village and some of the neighbours got tipsy with a bottle of rnnn 
A fenmla pedlar Sojourned with him ; got^l feature's end shape, fine 
teeth, and Enienrf wife is ryes; whole dies one blanket wrnpped

On the OtJi of June I entered the liilla, and being now ont of 
Bengal and beyond the Company a jurisdiction, I was fumnhed 
with fti jwpport from the Deb BajaJ^ who is the chief of the 
country. The following pm* of the jonraey was a perfect contrast 
to tbs former. 

The only way of transporting gwd-H in this hilly country la by 
cool Lea. The roads are too narrow, steep, and rugged for any other 
convey an co # and the rivers too stony and rapid, for bouts. There b* 
no particular class of people who fellow this profession* TTir- carrMin 
on- prowd from among the inhabitant**, iwehre an allowance for 
victuals at the pleasure of the person on otiose service they are 
employed, and nro relic Ted by others procured in the tf&ttte manner 
at the next tilings by order of the hoad rimn, without which not a 
coolie is to bo had. This is a service so well established that tho 
people submit to it without mnmaring. Neither eox t nor youth, 
nor age exempt them from it Tbo burden is fastened tinder the 
arms upon their becks with a short a tick to support it while they 
rest tbonswltBa. Naturally strong, and oocn^rniiied to this tind 
of labour, it is astonishing what lonAf they will carry, A girl 
of eighteen travelled one day 15 or 18 miles, with a burden of 
70 or 75 pounds weight. We could hardly do it without any 
weight at alL 

VTc were provided with two tangtm ponies 1 of a mmn appear¬ 
ance, and were prejudiced against them unjustly. On better no- 
qnaii stance they turned ont patient, surefooted, and could climb 
the monument. Many a time afterward.^ when, on thn ulga of a 
pmdpjtv, I was mrmutwl on a skittish young boras, with a man 
bolding him by the head and another steering him by the toil^ 
have 1 thought uf them. We had to croE>s the mountain Picfta- 
konunv which Langs over Bma-Ddar; tho way n narrow path, 
extremely steep* which Went wiiuiing round the side of it; the

The road led almost to tin- top of tbo mountain, and bo lore wo 
rror&ed it I turned to Luke imother look at Bengal It is impe^Ms 
to corkCtivL- Liny change of country more abrupt, or any contntfL 
more- striking, To the southward Lhe atmosphere was dear. The 
gjc stretched over a vast trad of land, and the view wm founded 
only by the circular hori^oiL This purt uf the fiaw, howoTnr, is 
striking only because it Lh extensive. Thera an? no hills 3 spire#, or 
otbfLT objects to difftinguiHli it. The country—one con tinned fiat — 
la marked only by its being duared or woody, by the course of the 
rivenf, or by some smoking villages. Whether it bo that I am 
parts.il to hillR or not T I tahold the oppoeito pert of the prospect with 
nmoli greater pleasure. The rapid descent, the deep the 

hills covered with trees tho most lofty and luxuriant, the town of 
Bim-D Luit immediately below at a great distance, and behind 
nothing Lnt mounliuiiB with their lop? h id in the clond=. Jt was 
lucky for them, an I fancied them much higher than they mdly a» 
We were then on the top of ouo nf the highest What fine, la*de*j 
fobrks might not a eoemogrupW build on this situation, who, 
from 4 pilot or an oyster-shell can df.-tonnine the diierent change* 
which volcanos, inundations, and earthquakes have produced oil tha 
fhcei of this glolne. He would discover that the sea nmst once have- 
covered Bengal, sad washed the bottom of these motmtiiinSj which

The Bhnliinose T of a constitution mure robust and hardly, inhabit a 
caimtry where strength m required. They have everything to trans¬ 
port on their lack#; they are obliged to make terrace^ and conduct 
little stream# of water into them, in order to cover their rice fiflWSf 
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mil] to build houses with thirl stone waits, to setmie themaelv*; 
from the coll Thr- ouu cannot endure best, the other c&tmoUdfrr 
oaM; and bo £hw nioantuing fire set Tip as d screen Uiwn tbmm 
They ahelter JVngal from the northerly winds which blow over 
TutikiT, nil the way from Novitya Znulya, and give thc-m modemh- 
mritom; and they servo to keep off the hot sontWly Mmaocsi from 
the Bhutanese, find preserve them cool when the sun is within sis 
depets of thorn. The dbnate accordingly changes in the most 
rapid manner, and Mnri-jung a which is not above Two dap journey 
from the entrance into the hills, prudnoea apricots, peaches, apples, 
jJWm mnlWHf^ mnd 6Vi?U CnJtA.

At the place where the road crosses the motmlniin sUxtdflids nr 
haixneni are set np. of white doth, with cento nee* written upon 
thf-ra- They denote ■omcthitig religious, and am common nt the 
tops of hills. Tlie pirjspect within the hills is confined—not ahove 
25 miles; country all equally clad with wood. There were not. 
above stx or eight Tdlagos to bo seen on the brow of the mountain, 
with little patches of wheat, hurley, or Indian com; the rood all 
dimu hill. Wo went down much againat the pain, for we mttot 
climb it all np again ; first place we came to JaigogiL 

Only three birdcage houses, and two Nepal dogs. I planted ten 
potatoes.

Prom CLuka for the rest of the way to Taneudon the country 
opens gradually. The moutitnine are si ill very high, hnt being 
more duped have more arable Land, mid being at a greater distance 
from one another. leave room for villages in the hollows between 
them. On the former part of the journey there were nothing bat 
gloim, now there ore valleys. But the aides of the mountains nre 
more horn; there itre few large trot*, Tuoatly fir ;* the n -ml is more 
level* except nf two or three places; anil we can ride the gnatent 
part. Thu country seems popn]on£ h awd well cultivated; houses* 
atone and olny, two and thrtse stories high; temples; and on the 
two last stagr-s nee fields. 

It would l«? tedious to mention every stagt\ A Uni of them b 
Babjaincd. There arc about ten, fifteen* or twenty large houses 
a! each.

After the variety of mm to which U» bamboo h applied in 
Bengal, oui would hardly think it poFsiblfi to discover any other; 
but. the people in that pad, of the country whore it grow:* hem 
discovered two morn* 11 answers as n veesol to bold anything in t 
and as A pot to boil imytliing. TtaM litst operation if? performs! 
by covering tbo bottom with cky t and then patting on the 
fire. 

Ilio bridges are either entirely of wood or entirely of iron, 1 
The wooden bridges are very common, and are from 3-f to 70 feet 
long. On each side of the river four or rir piles are buDt sloping]y 
into picfH of Imre m as each to project about a third of the 

way over. The centre booms rest upon the topa of these, which are 
(i ret joined together with a cross beam dovetailed* and this forms 
tlse support of the plunks. When it is necessary to tnftko a bridge 
very strong, abort pins are placed under the others, like ihe spring 
of a chniee. All the parts are fastened together with wooden pins T 
. tbit there is not a bit of iron about them. At Ck&kn the river 
ii very rapid and broad, and an iroti bridge is hung over it*

We were accomjnDdBted in a good house near fie place; and mod 
found it, no cold that I wflfl glnd to ban- mj room, which win a 
wooden balcony. with Bhutan blankets. The window looked to the 
river, and commanded the best prospect 

The place of Tawbrulnn 1 is situated in ft vnlley about fire 
mi las long juid ono broad, entirely sniremuM with high moim* 
Liiifcj. The river Chim’ho gallops by; the low grounds near it 
being covered with tits, nod wall peopled* VBlagte tire scattered 
on the brow of the bills. The least rteep plnos produce wheat. 
Immediately behind Twfettdon there is a very high moiinlain, 
rising into two turrets, which nre ctftd with wood almost to the top; 
unJ 900,^ solitary eotlflgss, the retreat of demises, nre here usd 
there dropped m from the clouds. In these airy abodes they paw 
their days in counting their beads, and look down with indifference 
ou all the bnitincas and bustle of the world, from which they me 
entirely excluded. 

The character of a fakir ia held in grettl estimation in this 
country. It is not confined, however, to these self-denying bom of 
abutinetico'. The statesmen and the provincial governors, when

Beb Sckln, after a prospered 
reign of eighteen years, named lbs successor* and spent the rest of 
Ilia days; in this peaceful retirement.

The 
palace of Tiwansudon with ito gilded turret?, the windings of the 
ChiiLcdin with its wooden bridgi^. the fields below covered with pee 
mid with villages* the top# of distant mountains, and the lofty 
castles of fakirs 5 formed the prospect. Wo met with some wild 
e hemal and dug warrant bosh. and got down after it was dark. 

The Deb llujah was absent on our arrival. His return to TWi- 
emdon was in this wise. At about ten o'clock the balconies of the 
palace were covered with priests, who are all dud in red cloth/ the 
manufacture of Bhutan; and 4 long britsa trumpet, 0 castanets, 
4 labors, and 4 fifes were sounded at intervals. At el even* 30 match- 
locks were find on the road he wna to ptas* and the sidrtte w r as 
recited when he came tip to them. The procf#sian consist k! of 
l"i ltd horses; 120 men dressed in toil, with blue solitaires; 3U 
matchlock men; 80 archer?; 30 bouses laden with cloths and 
other furniture; 40 men on horse hack, some of them with bushy 
caps; the chief dewun, with a bushy party-nDloured standard; 
0 musicians; the Deb Ilujuli an baraeback, covered with a scarlet 
cloak, a large Yellow hut like ll cardinal's, a ehonm burdar 3 on each 
side of him. and behind a man currying a Email white silk umbrella 
with different coloured fringes* As they come near the palace 
every I* dy ereej-t the Elijah alighted; the men with bushy caps 
pulled them off, and walked up to the gate. At diifr-rent parts of 
flic read which he had to pass, liics were lighted, and the people 
predated themselves before him. In the whole cavalcade there 
wore about 4 DO poisons. 

Two days afterwards the Deb JLujah sent for me. If there is 
any satisfaction in being gazed at, I bad enough of it 1 dare to

He wis dressed 
in the fWdvml habit of a gyloug or priest, being covered with 
u scarlet pa Lin cloak, and a gildotl mit re on hri beauL A man kept 
twirling the umbrella over him. The pulpit was gilded, ami aur- 
riminl.-d with mlvnr eWEts and vm-* T amt the floor wflh covered 
with rtflgjielA. His officers to the number of twelve were seated 
Li i l cufihkins dose ho the widL After making iny tows, which* 
aceording to the owromanial of tbirt country, ought to have been 
prostrations, and laying my presents before him, I was mndnoted 
to a cushion pre|ttred far me in the middle of the apartment. 
Several copper platters with rice, butter, treacle, ton, walnuts* 
Kashmirian dates, apricot*, cucumber^ and other fruit# were set 
before me, together with a little wooden stool- All this jdujped 
in silence. Then n mm entered with a frilver kettle full of 
battered tern and 1 Hiring poured a little into hie pdra and drank 
it off, tilled a dish for the Bajoh* and went ronnd to ail hits officers. 
Now every Bhutanese carries a little wooden cup for such occasions, 
black glazed in the inside, wrapped in a bit of doth, and lodged 
within the tunic, opposite to the heart and nest the skin; but 
not being so well provided, l got a china cup. After oil Lhe 
dishes were filled, the Deb Elijah slid u grace, in which ho was 
joined by all the company ; and then he opOtfil his mouth and 
spike to ine, When we hod finiahed our tea, and every man Lad 
well licked hie cup and deposited it in hi* bosom, a flowered satin 
irriwn wus brought me. 1 was dressed in it ns a khiftit* n red 
buridkercbief wns bed round me For a ginlle. and I wn# carried to 
tho Liujah, who bound my bead with another, and sqnmung my 
temples, put something on my head, which l afterward* found to 
\w the image of the god Sukyn./ and muttered euma prayem over

Among these I must not omit to mention a Military print of Lady

The palace is a very large building, and contains near SflflO 
men, and not a woman* Of these about 1000 may he grlnnga* 
seme of the former chiefs adherents, whu are kept in a kind of 
imprisonment, and tho rest the Elijah and Lama's offkers, and all 
fc&fdr train of servant*. A lower, alio tit five or sex stories high, 
riser in the middle, and m appropriated to J^mjji-Ehxdoche.

The building of it stripped luib.d 
several mountain^ The roofs are of planks two or tbroo deep, and 
kept down by stones; and Lhe load of beams and opc-u wooden 
work which is need to support them gives the upper parbs of tbe 
pahee the look of thu centres of Bliuzkfdskra Bridge.

A Hindu woman, married at an early age. and immured within 
the walls of a zenana, is mrncqmimted wiili rdf those pleasures and 
avocations to which a libenil education or the free mtercnniflc of 
K*u&ty gives birth. A fondneee for dreeo and the management of 
her family occupy her whole attention, and the solaces of conjugal 
and maternal affection am tbo only sourec of her enjoynmute* She 
lira but for her husband and her children, ami every ftamon of 
her bouL heightened by the force of fcbe oltomto, is centered in 
them. On the death of her husband, by derating hen^elf to the 
flames she perforins an action meritorious in the highest degree, 
and which reflects the greatest honour on lit*reel! and her family.

This la spun, dyed, and wove 
into cdoth t by hifl wife and daughters ; the huuily area chid; and 
whut remains lfl either dkpoaed of ii> hk oflighkrnis, or trans¬ 
ported,. at a different season, with his must nod homes, to 
fiangpdr, and mcliitugod for hogs, salt fidk h Goers# linen ; or for 
dyes, spices, broarlcloth, and other articles which limy enable him 
to carry on hk trade to Tibet with grantor advantage. 

The mhftbittLnthk, therefore, may properly be dlyidod into three 
classes: the priests, the mints or officers of government, and 
tho landholders and husband tram, The priests lire formed from 
among tip body of the people. They are received at im early 
age; instructed in the arts, and initiated m tlse mysteries of tlte pn>- 
ftAfi for which they are destined.

Among these different ctauws, the priests, in point of political 
importance, hold the first place ; and imL'pend+ut of that inii Lienee 
which their holy diameter ami superior learning give them mrer 
the minds of a superEtitioiis people, enjoy privileges so oxtemyre 
that the chifif power appears in fact to reside in their order. The 
kuiini. though nominally supremo in tbs government* yet, as thev 
owe thdr appointment io the priests* rim tutored by them Jjona 
their earliest infancy, arid, de riving all their know lodge of public 
affairs from them* lire entirely under their irmwigemcnt. The 
right of electing the Deb Jiajah is vested, in the sojKiriors of their 
order, jointly with the lumas. Ha ia bound to consult with them 
as to peace or war, and in general to take no measure of eon- 
sequence without their advice and npprobutinm Ho is accountable 
to them for the exercise of hit power, and holds it only dining 
the it plfflfliijtt. Their oftened prafauhon, so far from disqualifying 
them from the conduct of civil itfTnir w ig the means of advnndng 
them to it* They are often appointed to the government of pro- 
done*, employed aa minister*, or entr slated with other f-llicea of the 
first cunffiiiiiratieii id the state. The chief ia frequently choocn 
from the snceniotut order, or if from among tfio by odEdiTa ia 
immudmt gdy received into it 1 Aa the pri nts urc token from among 
the sublets at large* and keep up jiij intercourse with their n^ 
upoctiYe families* Uwj rniiamlly retain an influence in e very part 
of the country, and in nil their uimaura fire sttre to In+ supported 
by tho people. The lata revolution in ibo gvfomiuent n fiords a

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striking proof of their authority; and by flcriifttonjing the people to 
look np to them for the redress of their grievances. serves also to 
confirm, it. The institution of castes ami every other liiwlitury 
distinction being unknown in this country, offices of power oro the 
only source of pre-eminence; and this system of equality, while it 
prevents the violent commotio ns to which the ri vjiWiip of pride 
and ambition gives rise, leaver no competi tor tu dispute the dominion 
of the priests- Thus the power of the dergy T founded on deep' 
footed prejudices and pretensions of divine origin, interwoven in 
the niton* nf the constitution, and supported by the uniform spirit 
of on order that never dies, is likely to he os permanent an it i n 
considerable. 

But tdthough the Deb Rajah is liable to bo depose! by the 
clergy, Instances of this seldom occur; and his authority in the 
internal goternmeufc of the country appears to be very complete. 
The appointment to offices, the collection and management of the 
tEvcnuis the © imrnaml and direction of the military force, and the 
power of life and death, are voted in him. The scantiness, how¬ 
ever, of Ida revenue, which it in difficult to increase, the want of 
mers^nury troops, the nature of the country, the free spirit of the 
people,, aad his own advanced age when he is raised to the govern¬ 
ment, are strong obstacles to his? becoming independent 

The provincial governors are entrusted with a very ompk juris¬ 
diction. The police of the country, the levying of tails, and the 
administration of justice, are committal to them. Complaints against 
them are seldom preferred or attended to; and their judgments are 
revised by the chief only in capital cases, or others of great o~n- 
fleijuence. They are no! continued long at uue station. They live 
in a large palace are nrrovmded by pried* and officers, and their 
durbar is nu epitome of the court of the chief- 

The taxes*, moderate in themselves, are rendered still less 
oppressive by the simple manner of gathering them. Every 
family, according to its sabetnuoe, is rated at n particukr suns, 
which is often received in produce; ami this mode of collection,, 
bower ft repugnant to the refined ideas of En repeat! policy, leaves 
them wuHmmbftred with a heavy expense for tax-gatherers, and 
precludes tk-j noctssity of employing a numerous body of subjects 
in a vocation -o useless to the state and so vexatious to the people* 
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As the public revenue is email, the expenses of government tme 
pnoptniiocally numerate. The officer receive no salaries; the 
tmope, composed, of the mbaliilajits trains! to tho use of the tow, 
uii'l bound to Follow the standard of their chief, lire supported at b 
trifling charge; and pomp aid luxury being unknown, the &z- 
pn np « 4 of the court- an: mctrariflcrahlei The principal dr.-vine, then, 
upon the public treasury p ftrr an annual payment to Teslill Lama, 
and the i^tahlbiLimont of a numerous body of prrasta,, whom it ifl 
ranch the interest of the chief to gratify. 

The simplicity of their* manners., their ebght iiiterconrdo with 
(lungers* nnd a strong t&im of religion, piosorve the Lhutnuew front 
mauv vices to which more polished BitwiiH are M MitfbA Tiioy are 
strangers to falsehood and ingratitude. Theft, and every other 
specie^ of dishonesty to which the lust of money gives birth, are 
little known. Murder is uncommon* and in general is the effect of 
anger, not of oove±ou«ri*3a The oftHbony of a large part of the 
P&ople/ however p is naturally productive of many iireguJivntio&j and 
the coldness of the climate inclines them to an excessive title of 
spirituous liquors. 

Deb Jodhur 1 was ralsod to the government about seven years 
agci/ Having Iteon employed in different enterpnaci aguinfit the 
neighbouring chiefs, and having filled the highest offices in thn 
country n bo acquired a eonsidemble degree of wealth nnd unpmrL 
once before bis Huocesdioti to the chiefahip. and owed Lis election 
mure to intrigue and a dread of his power tbwi to the free ebtHflu 
of the clergy. A rooted enmity, founded on a natural oipp^tion 
of interest, took place betwerai hmi and l^iundtimbocbc. Tha 
power tear* in his bunts j the supreme authority wi 
control wore claimed by the other. His lold ami rt-sties* spirit 

was nimble to brwk the tirattao* nmvima of priest^ and Ira iraden- 
vonred by every nirjmi? to render LikI/ indrfindent of lheir 
authority. With this view ho strengthened bis connertion with 
Tcahii I ™ Mid the liajnh or Nopal; he endeavoured to ^rura«

the deportments of government, and ho engaged in wum with Slsh 
neighbour^ and fillod*his cullers with the booty which he thereby 
procured. But bis udmiiiistmtiini, although more spirited ihjtn 
tLut of moat of his predocosui^ Wifi tar from being popular. The 
idmbiUkiifcs, obliged by the custom of the country to serve without 
pay 3 wero ImmeR- d with his military suterpriseg, from which ho 
nlone reaped advantage ; the Inw by which upon the death of an. 
officer of gnTemmcnt hie money and eAbets escheat to tlu llfijjdi 
by him carried rigidly into elocution; and the clergy, excluded 
from all shore in public nffaira, and treated with neglect, oncou- 
ngerl the- general discontent, winch wni kept from breaking eul 
only by the boldness and activity of Ins measures. 

At length ho attempted the conquest. of Ends Babur. Tib 
niidificiplined militia wiw? tumble to cope with regular hoojie; but 
being nnareu^rHUfid to ill fortune, he coiilitiiied the war in opposi¬ 
tion to the remDmrtnLiicra of the clergy and bis moat exporienred 
eonnacdlof^p and exerted every effort tb render it more Barewfab 
The bajdans which these extrxordinftry ae-rvires tmpoaed upon the 
inhabitants wore rendered utill more inimpportahle by an tmfnre- 
seen iwident Th? pahic-o of Ta^iatidoti was burned !u ash** ; 
and Dob Jndlmr, in order to render himself famous by rebuilding 
it in Ciiko year, pushed on the work with a severity little suited to 
the distressed ait nr. don of the country. The people even,- w ben* 
gave vent to their ocunphuniai and the L&m&'s party, sensing the 
opportunity of hi* 1m tog absent with the arjny T deprived him of 
the j/rtvfrrnment. iasped orders fa seise his person, and elected the 
present chief in his stead. Hi; preem'd the newu of this revolution 
wbUi- itBttXn-Briar with Terthu Lumas nies&GDgorn, andinnudiuitely 
betaking himsolf to flight, escaped, by a bye nm\ to the neighbour¬ 
hood of IEml One or two of libs principal offtori were taken and 
pnt to ih.ath- The rest oF ifcfttfe who wore abnoxiunfl folio wad 
their nmm tor'a fortuned. 

By ibis revolution Lama-liimhocho ami hie party irgnifid that 
inffttcmp k in the gave rumen t to which* hy the conatittitton, they 
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consider themselves entitled. The chief, whom they Isad raised 
and supported, submitted implicitly to their pleasure; tho Emperor 
pf Ohinn’a seal was suppressed, and the war in Bailor muocdiiiU'ly 
discontinued. Many of the pried hi, however, continual attached to 
Jwlliur, who, thcmrjh jealous of tin- power of their order, wad 
often liberal to indiTidimlfl; and they were dissatkfiad with an 
ailmuiiutrution that Wfti purrimoniuUH as well from tha genius of the 
persons who conducted it as the situation of their il [Taira hor tha 
wealth and dJhetn of Deb Jmlhur, either from the fear of driving 
him to cjctrenuty, fit of g!v#i!* offein’o to Twbn Luna, uuner whose 
protection hu bad tuim refuge, rcmniiiod nn touched - s the public 
treasury has been exhausted by the war, and tho country from tho 
same causa was little able to replenish it. Such as had hold uflieca 
under the former govunciietil were equally dhwfffnt« L At lira! 
eevond of them had been oontinmd in their employments by the 
Ijnnii; hut afterwards, either from a snspiooa of their fidelity, or 
in order to provide far his own friends, they wen- fliiwtiwnd , uid 
allowed to retire to their bout**. There they carried ou u secret 
CDHfiS|K)ii(lcuB! with the exiled chief and tho priests tu his interest, 
jliiiI aaiio&rfod tho plan of Ml inHTtrtcction, 

Thu T flmi*. though ignorant of tha mrcumfliniJots* of tlik cou- 
hjpirmiiT, wus hl> gtnmgef t-0 1 teb Jullmr 8 pretensions to the govern¬ 
ment. Ho had received letters from him -ftmrthig hi* uliriiu, 
w& rnifl g him upon no account to touch his property* anti desiring 
him to quit the lionao wliiub, ho hud built, na he intended to return 
to tnko possession of it ± iod to cut down hia com as tiuoii na the 
liaiT wit ffafl fnridj. The Hajiili of Nepal had rofnstfd lu ncknow- 
lodge the present ohiof; and ImiaS hablutigi’ a child of ye&is 
old, who iwd t^en revive! bj Tesho Lama about twdto mmihs 
bofbro as a check llpotl Tmnm -Rrifd toche. VfjLg Entur&d to declare 
for IMi Judkors rceloratioiJ, anil to refuse all tn^tinuLUCO nnicaa it 
wvm Agreed to. Everything, bovver, mm atiU quiet in tho 
country. wL;d the llajali out fur a castlo about a days journey 
frtirn XnMumdon, ikncotiijMi tried by Lama Rfaabdong f whom he was 
afraid to lwtvo in the paluec mmiiiiulod by the malcontent priest#.

for life; that the instances of a chief being defKieed are so few, and 
attended with such peculiar circumMtmcos, that they cannot be 
construed into a precedent; that besides, supposing such a power 
is really vested in the clergy, it id in the whole body, but that Deb 
Jndhnr wan expelled by only one of the lumas and a junto of the 
pritstH, without being heard in Ilk defence, while he was al*ent.

At entering I unde him three liw bow*, in.steju.1 of if 
ii.uK.nv pro^t ruf ioua, with which, according to tlio etiquette of this 
courts I ought to have approached him. I then walked up and 
gave him a white miiu liauilkenhiof, while my servant! laid my 
praenb? of Rf-ices, cloths, eatlery, in., before him; after which 1 
w m conducted to n end i km pre pared for me at the opposite end of 
the room. An all this passed in a prof- mud Eilaucc, 1 bud now time 
to get over a kind of flurry which it had occafflonei In the iiMtn- 
time several copper trap, with rice, butter, treacle, tea, vmluni^ 
aprieat*. enenmhe rs, and other fruits, were bet befrtre me, together 
with a little stool and a china cap.

Upon my leaving Dmajpitr* Mr* Lambert gave nan a letter to 
Muhammad Tahr. the Dewan at Rongpilr, who came. to nsit me, 
Jn b-peukhig about Bhutan, he sent for a merchant who had been 
all over the country os far a* Lhasa, spoke Use Language, and w3m>, 
ho said, would go with rue if 1 choae it.

The trade between Lhasa and the low country is F os I 
aiu informed, principally carried on by the way of Patna and 
Nopal through the nnnaufi of Mogjhula and Kashmiris, in which, 
aa he tain have no concern, he would have no scruples in endeavour¬ 
ing to discover new iwiurcefl; end the narrow traffic in which he 
himself ia now engaged must lie very wide of those distant and 
extensive channel* which you wish to open. 

Should thia proposal meet with your approbation, might I rc- 
qneet you would be pleased to issue your orders to Muhammad Tofci 
to encourage this peracm to proceed to me, and to deepatch him 
without delay.

There ary no cannon in tliis country* The castles ary built dll 
embf-nces, with lofty and thiat walls which have loophole; the 
windows rue high, project ant, and ore provided with boa pa of 
ytont-s to throw upon aariknts. The doors ore strong and secured 
hy tar* of Iron; the ent™^ to some of them is by a covered 
way, defended by towers; and they want hut the mote and the 
bridge to resemble tho Gothic castle* of our ancestors. Thera tiro 
ntilv two wavs of redoing thorn—by fire or by .'.i mine. I ho first 
appears easv enough, for thorn are do arches, the T(x)fr and floors 
arc all of wood. But Saniptakn having boon built by Dab Sekliu a 
verv popular Rajah,. and being full ef furniture aDd elite Lb 1 tfiknig" 
ing to the- government, it was resolved to blockade it. Troops 
were accordingly collected from the din tain provinces, and three of 
the reads were stopped up. Tho fourth, however, was still open. 
The Deli Eujiihs force increased every day. Deb Jurtburs party 
saw no prospect of utUham ; and after a siege of ton days they 
ahmadonid fibnpkika, and being favoured by moonlight, escaped 
over tlie mounbiiifcH into Teslnt linen's country,

I was waked iij the morning wilh the firing of graip and the w&r 
whoop, 1 thought we had not yat done with our fighting ; but it 
turned out to bn only the bead of a rebel, which they were 
ninying into tie- induce in procession, with a white handkerchief m 
a tkg before it, 

I e?tayed two or three duyB at Fuo-ginnd; visited the Ponio; 
received a remfcireemeut of blankets from him, and continued my 
journey on the 19th October. I also received a visit from the Doimm. 

We were obliged to make abort journeys on account of the 
coolie. Wo stopped at linking 1 on the night of ihe 
and were lodged in the castle, romantically enough sittuErd. on 
the top of a mount. I mlcr mt t-E. of tk windows are hives of tooa 
iu the 0]«n ftir. They have cold quartern of it 

Our next siago yum Clianon, 1 which we reached on the 21st. 
li consists of four or five houses on the hamb of the lVhn p 
surrounded with turnip fields, for which alone it is famous- 

Tho road from TtibtnBudoii bad been pretty Wei; wg could 
ride most part of the way. Our next stage was ertremoly 
ste«p; keeping close to tho Pochu, which dashes over rocks, wet 
with its spray. One place was very picturesque High porpen- 
dimkr rocks wore overhead- The Pachu, now reduced to a large 
stream, running rapidly by : on tin .jllier Hide a high round moun¬ 
tain, covered with silver fin? and pines, intermixed with other 
trees, rn] + yellow, nod all those colours with which a natural wood 
m variegated towards the close of suit man, The suinmim of the 
hiiLs were white with snow. When we got up to the highest j*ot 
of the read, we found the sides of the mountains entirely b&ro ? 
owing* I suppose, to their being exposed to the north wind. We 
met u dock of sheep, the first we hnd seen ; * fl irmll with good Wdn'iL

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We met also drovas of caw-t&ilod cattle ; they are nscd lih be^sta of 
burden, am! were thou carrying skins, with the wool npon them, to 
Fnro-gauiisl* where the course blankets arc mostly maimfkcttired. 
They were almost all blank, very rough* uncouth make, a large bump, 
short legflp and the hirgp bushy tail for wliich they arc noted * 1 
There are no inhabt twits at (jds^iu . 3 a place wn arrived at 
on the 22nd of October. There is only a Sow bouse, like ft tftfthb 
without doore. Wc were obliged to bring our provisions and 
fneJ from tlin last stage. Wo required it nil to keep us warm. 
r llie biils nil about were covered with snow 5 and to metid Ike 
matter, d heavy shower of it camo on in the night time. 

This vnuf nl 3 frozen in the morning* and mar-t of our rund 
to Pari-jmtg wta con-rod with snow. When we gut down the hih 
to the Pachn, we found the sdanes and bridges hanging with icicles. 
There were no houses lo I he att-ii, and only mim herds of mi tie 
feeding cm the aides of the valley, which to bounded on the north- 
west by a bill between two moderate tnountamf* On mnehing 
the top we found *dx bmps of stones with, bnnners. They serve 
to mark the boundary between the Deb Rajah'* country and tin it of 
the Lama,, which now lay before us; plain end open to the north; 
hilly to the west ; behind, to the east itnd south, mountains. I 
arrived at Part-jong on October 23. 

I found the Blmluneee, who wm down in Calcutta, waiting for 
me, I have dismwd tho Deb Rajahs arrant* and am to proceed 
towards BLEgntzc]* m a day or two.

As we advanced a Utile farther, wo came in sight of the caEtle 
of Pnri-jmtg r width rubs ft giiod figure from without It rises into 
severnl towers with the balconies, and Wing few windows, Imb 
the look of strength * it is Eurrtitmdnd by the town. The houses 
mo of two low etoricg, flat-roofed, ooverod with bundles of at raw, 
and bo huddled together tliii. one may cdwnee to uraritnk ih^m. 
There is little to be mid for them. The cedbige an* m low, tbii I 
hnve morn than once Ikuu Indebted to the thicknc^ of my flknh; 
and the beam* being Tory abort, are supported by n number of 
posts, which arc little favourable to chnmlitr*-walking. In tho 
middle of the roof id ft hole to hi not the awoke, whndi, however,

Thin 'opening serves also ta let in the light: tho do* its are fall of 
haltsk and crevices, through which the woman and children kfwp 
peeping* I used to give them angor-cflistlyj and ribbond ;

The straw upon the tap keep# the house warns. The flame nty!-■ of 
nrcldwturo prevails in the villager upon the toad. It luu? a mean 
look after the lofty buildings in the Deb Rajahs country; but 
having neither wood nor arches, bow can they help it ? 

There is no walking ant after it is dark, on account of the 
mrmK L r r>f dogs which arc then lot loose; they are of the shepherd 
breed, the same kind with theno called Nepal dogs* large sir®, often 
slugged like n lion, and extremely fierce . 1 

Tie two Lhasa officers who have the gavermnent of Tari-jong 
sent me senat better, ten. drc t the day afb r my arrival; and, lotting 
(iii■ know that they expected u visit from mo, I went* The im-ide of 
the castle did not answer tho notion I had farmed of it. The Etuirs 
* Tfor TiV’tiui murtiif* n nr>bk i animal. 
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are ladders worn to the faaDfi, tind the rooms are littlo hotter Ibfktt 
gwneta. The governor wna dressed in a rxim?t coloured tunic of 
cmuse woollen, and u boon doth folded ami laid upon Lis Bans Lead. 
The g!Lmi% who I understand is a sort of judge, was daJ in coarse 
black ok'tlL. They wtv son I ed Wide one another upon curpeta. 
The etiquettes y nincli the siting as with tho Itewana at TAssiaadon. 

Four score of Dub JudJmr’s prapio hcul taken refuge in thin 
fort.

It ia on every account abuuduntly 
bfouk* and bare orfci 1 uncomfortable. 

My fraud Palma was oensiiared hero us a grant man, and all 
Tosha Lomu's wmmlft endeavoured by their pn-£tLifbi and uttonlion 
to secure hi$ mterat at court. His t&v^ea were crowded with 
Sttitora; und tbo night before eitr departure be Invited all Lia 
ftii&dft, anil gave them n grand entertauimeiit, I knew nothing 
of this. aid went for him to play a game at cbea=. My servant 
found Lbn tireraod out in the governor's kh if at, Heated under a 
piece of groan silk for a canopy, surrounded by all the peasants and 
paasaale wives, singing, dancing, und drinking and as great m a 
prmeo. 

It was, therefore, the in riming of October 27 1 1774, before wo 
s^l onL Our party was now aanmiBoAiy incmiH-d by tbo ikwwduii 
of I 'rujniu and utlioi* of Ti^Jbn Lama 4 servants. EvcirWy ™ 
mounted on bmsaback; tbe burses benog all geldings, low si^l* 
and quiot, tiordy, iH-drcsstnl, unubofl. Having got ch*ir of nil thu 
dfl@J wdof ul! the beggars at Puri-juug. wo jEHUnnyeil slowly over 
the plain. 

Dne of Paima a servants carried a branch of a tree with a white 
Imndkercbief tied to it Imagining it to lie a mark of respect to mo 
and rny ambusy, I set mysdf npright in my saddle ; but I was 
soon undeceived, for after stopping at a bmi to drink ten with the 
nbhol of a monastery in the nntghbouriiood of Pari-jong, subject to 
T(tshn Luma, wo rode over the pbiih till wucanto lo a Ltup of nionea 
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opposite to u high rock covered with enow. Here we halted, and 
the servants gathering together a parcel of dried cow-dung* one of 
them struck fire with hi* tinder-box, and lighted i L We mi down 
about it, and iho day being cold, I found it very comfortable.'. 
When the fire was well kindled, Plujilq took out n Look of prayers; 
one brought a copper cup, another tilted it with n kind of fermented 
liquor out of a new-killed sheep's pimneli, mixing in some rice and 
flour, and after tlirowing scuno dried herbs and flour into the 
flame, they began their rites. Paintn acted ns chaplain. He 
chanted the prayers in a loud voice, the others accompanying him., 
and every now and then the little mip was emptied towards the 
ruck. About eight or ten of these libations being pound forth, 
the ceremony was finished by placing upon the heap of atones the 
little ensign, which my l mi i imagination had before offered up to 
in y own vanity. The mountain to which thia sacrifice was made 
is named Chnnudbiri. 1 It alands between Tibel and Bhutan, 
and L§ generally white with snow- It rise* almost psrpendieular 
like a wall, and in attended with a string of smaller rocks, which 
obtain the name of Chnmalhari'e sous nnd daughters, 

A8 tho water of the Gauges, or of some refreshing brook, is 
considered holy among the sn ntorched Hin dus„ so rocks ami 
mountains are the objects of veneration among the Lama s votanas. 
They erect written standards upon Lhe tops of them, they cover 
Llm fddes of them with prayers formed of pebbles* in characters so 
large 11 that those that rm may read," and like the Jews of old, 
when, they went a whoring after strange gods of the heathen, they 
get themselves up into high places. 

The plain over which wa hod to ride is covered with gravelly 
sand. It produced nothing but some teftg of withered grass, which 
afforded a scanty subsistence to the herds of cattle. The sides of 
the hills to the westward are perfectly burs; they Appear like rocks 
over which ihe sand ami stones had been heaped, leaving litre and

The plsiiii cuose- of this poverty of soil Is that God Almighty has so 
ordered it; but a much more ingedone reason may bo drawn from

Thg coldness of the climate renders fuel a very essential article, 
and m no VNk.nl is to he b cm.I , the Tibetans am obliged to use cow- 
iliiniT, which is at refaJly gathered from the Gelds. This is built up 
in a circular firm, or pnl into a p.d with n hole in the hoi tom. 
It makes a chocrfnl ami ardent fire when well kindbuh ami the 
people. ore nbundiintly skilful in the Art of man*;,gang it h which my 
own ill sueceets has often shown mo to be n very iliffirnli science.

Our routa contmned almost due north through valleys Little 
cultivated and bounded by bleak and barren hills, between whose 
openings we saw distant nmun tutus eovtirrai with snow. Here and 
there we saw a few houses, with some spots of rushy ground, or of 
brown pasture, but not a tree or a plant was to be poors, and the 
number of ruinous hunst'S and deserted ulkgea rendered the prospect 
more unitunfortahle* At Kanmur L a few willows were planted 
round the village. We wore lodged ill the temple at the top of the 
bouse, which in generally the beet apartment, Towards evening we 
hud a visit from a priest who resides at GiAfiffU, on lhe part of 
Toshu Lunrn* and began an acquaintance which we hiul afterwards 
abundance of opportunity to improve.

As we generally set out by siixsrisn + we arrived early at out 
stages.

The people wens all initfj 
building and stacking their straw, and were ringing at their work. 
Our landlords family seemed to bn ope of the happiest in Til jo t. 
The house belongs to two brothers, who are married to a very 
handsome wife* and have three of the prettiest children 1 ever 
saw. They all ramie to drink tea and oat sugur-oandy. After night 
came on, the whole family ufBembled in a room to dunce to their own 
ringing, and spent two hours in this manner with abundance of 
mirth rmd glee. I would stop to describe, but 1 shall have au op* 
porhmity afterwards, and arn now going to discuss a pldlofophiad 
and much fiiore important subject.

Ono might eeek for the cLm.se of tins in 
the JifTcrcnco of sail und eh mule. I will ttfuiflavotir to account 
fur it rm tiuolher principle, because it may throw seine light an the 
way of life among euek people, 

labour certainly ramlem u man strung : n^ieri$p^rihm, n black- 
flinitli or a oarpeutor will bo stronger than a tailor or u barber. 
I have already mentioned the toilsome lift of the Deb Rajah - mb- 
jecta- The nature of tins conn try expose* its inhabitants to no suck 
hardships The Inks, although in many places abundantly steep 
and high, arc m Imre and sterile that they are left in a --bite 
of nature. The valleys only una euitivukd, and the- roods lead 
1 lirough them, which cuts off all climbing of mountains, ( .roods 
are ehicffv carried on bullock,*? and anser. l Ike io>ni is trod out by 
catih\ and ground by water-mills, Lrnd the country producing no 
fbraris, the iiihuhitaniH are freed from tlie hard labour of hewing 
down trees, and transporting them from the taps of mountains. 

I hit however this '-usy life may contribute bo render the men 
loss robust* it hue evidently a vary favourable eftrsjt upon thy woman, 
who are certainly more deli cute and joyous than their neighbour'd ^ 
and this freedom from bitew labour gives likeiv bo to the whole 
Wy of rise people more time fur gossiping and other sodabte 
mu nse moots* winch soften the heart and cheer the temper* This 
nleo, together with other causes winch it is needless to mention, 
rendc n the Tibetan* much better hrod ami more affable than their 
southern neighbours, and the women are trateil with greater 
attention In the Deb Rnjnhh country, whatever a coim tty mats 
gavea from his labour is lai 1 1 out in adorning his sword with silver 
filigTCfO work, or buying a square ben whirls contains a little gilt 
imisgu, and ls buckled to his lack Here it ia bestowed an purchasing 
comi and amber beads, to adorn the head of bin wife. The hewl- 
drura of ibn women ia extremely neat and becoming. I have 
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rise-whore di-.wibed it. Bat the dlrtiiim of their hands ami faces 
[many of w hich deserve a tatter fate] is a point which, os I cannot 
attempt to Eicune, my partiality to the Titatnna will riot allow me 
to enlarge upon. 

I irnnd except, however on r landlady, who kept I terse) f and h^r 
family m as a Dutch woman, and s earing her black eyes, rite 
had som aching tlit? look yf one. 

The first part of our ride m’s. t dny T the dml yf November, 
through the same bleak country we brut hitherto met with ; but the 
volley in which Giiinsu 1 stands is extension, well cultivated, find 
Ml of whitened villages* The hills on each side drttw dose tv Winds 
the north; between them rises u high and almost perpendicular 
rock, upon the top of which stands G-iansu Castle. It is formed 
of many wall* and turrets The Lower is built at lire loot of the 
ruck on the side; on the wist, it is washed by the river, 
beyond which n monastery and Tillage are built on the declivity ol 
a TOtmnbiim Altogether it makes a fine prospect* 

Toward* evening we arrived at our quarters, about three mites 
short of Ginnem. 1 They belong to the priest who paid ns a vbit 
on the rund. The house is ^urrounited with willows and oilier trees. 
It hits u number of small windows, and the roof re adorned with 
Uttlo ensigns and written banners. We were lodged In llie temple, 
which was full of painted cheats* mutehldcke, bows, iiushiona, and 
other lumber, One comer wus hung with mythological paintings, 
and talow a parcel □£ little gilt cross-legged images, with A lamp 
banting be tore them, from which, m all the family are germ to tad, 
I have taken the liberty to steal same nil m nrdr^r to finish this 
nee- 1 [mt, hoping that it will net ta imputed to me us a sacrilege. 

This evening thu G.-flani, who was down in Calcutta, arriv-ed 
with three of the Lamris servants. Our hnsrt arrived in the morn¬ 
ing. 13r- had appht«l to Mr Hamilton about an inveterate com- 
• plaint., and I tarried a day on purpose. He is cm elderly mftU P of 
gentle and modest manners lie sat with jm most of the afternoon, 
and I am sure I drank above twenty cups of tea. As I hud 
Vhikd upon the Lhasa officers at TWi-jong. I a fie red a visit to those

These exhibitions worn Very irksome nt !ir^t P 
but I have grown to be jiLsmsiuraod to them. I have remarked 
that we ore muck more filarcd at and ran after in towDB than us 
y illagtSs ilil'I ill viSt&g^ than in solitary bouses Curiosity, perhaps, 
although natural to mankind, and however the fck Ah of it a Lay be 
implanted in them K KqiitKS, Kkoura&k?, to bemdtifiited, it guth'.r> 
strength from Wing exercised: it lsogwkhi* and lies asleep wbi -n 
there are no objects to engage its attention. 

We met with no more ruinous houses. Pluj village camo now 
to bo more iHunurous ; and the low binds in the vall-y^. though 
light and Bundy* were covered with barley stubble. We arrived 
at our stage in good turn?; and having nothing else to fill up my 
paper with, will beg leave to give a description of n Tilwpfcan rt ini, 
I hnve often admired fbc constmctiou of the Bengal ques. t think 
in Hi La country, howeve r, they have im pro™ 1 on ih^an# Tbe 
UutsI which coniaiiis the milk is put on flnj ground j the strap Liil^ 
two cross liosirda el t bottom.

As I reintniber wimt n great discovery 
the cutting of straw was considered iu Iu]^lnEid T I mentiou it only 
to show that nations undervalued by Europe cun, without the 
ufeuftimee of Hop! Societies* find oat tbi> useful arts ol life, ivud for 
the resi* whether they be of advantage to mankind or otherwise is a 
question above nit reach.

We proceed next morning, November 5 t along the ban la of 
the river, bow cvnehimhly injereued. We saw a good many 
villages at a distance, and at length came in sight of a

the rook there is onlV a filing. Dob Jndlmr paasicd ihe night hi 
onr neighbourhood* un his way to Ginxisu, where- he w?ks afk-mida 
confined. 

The valley to the north of FainAm was by far the most populous 
I Iliad yet aeen* The villages stand very thick. A email town called 
ft hat Cong ia built on the side of one of the lulls, iuhI the hensea 
being all whitened make a good appearance. We laid hitherto 
kept in the road towards SLigiUsce/hut we now turned to the east, 
and toot that of Chamuamring, in the neighborhood of which 
Ttidm Lama has fur bo me years resided,) on account of Iho mrtull- 
poi which lately raged in Tibet, Alter poking the* Talley we had 
to Moend some bilk by u dsflicult and stony path, then to descend, 
and then mim d again, after which we hod a view of the Tsanpn, 
running eastward*. When we had got hall-wiiT down the hill we 
stopped &t a single house, where we took up otir qnartem fur the 
uight. 

On our way over those hills wo mr«t with a flock of a beep, which 
had eome hum thoDdepa country (Tu&bkhind^ with a cargo of salt, 
and were then returning from Oilman, loaded with barley ami wheat 
Tliey were of a large breed, with hums extended horizontally. There 
worn about twelve hundred of them, and each aheep carried two 
bags of gimin T which might bo about twenty or twenty-five pounds 
They wore very obedient to their driven 1 whist lei, and if any of

Tkm lira u grout many rushy fields in tit ta^ghhiurbood of 
the place whore wo stopped, Mr. Hami lton bud pood shate tit 
ioia r Imres, but Ms fowling-piece wm bent find tin missed them. 

On the Tfcli of Novrinter, alter descending fui easy hull, we 
arrived on tlin luniks of tlii! Tsanpn. It \b hero about the breadth 
■T if die Thames at Pntucy* The chunnel 10 no I fordable. Having 
drnui sumo of Et-S water, washed my hands and huse, as id thrown 
a rupee into it* we embarked in the ferry-boat, of which them mu 
scrcrol in this pWc. They arc in the shape ol an oblong square, 
about twenty-five feet loog and broad- The bottom la a float of 
thick planks, dew I in by perpendicular walls to the height -if 
about lour feet, -with an opening on each ride* rut down to about 
two ffrefc, which serve* for the entrance. The whole is bound 
together with bars of iron, and painted white. At- each end of 
the boat is a white ensign about 0 foot square. This large hulk 
is moved by an oar on each side, which are pulled by two men, 
pushed by another standing opposite to them, and drawn by a 
woman, who holds 1 rope fastened to the end of the oar which is 
in the water. It is managed at the stem by one man with u large 
hooded oar. In mir lyosi there were twenty-three persona, seven 
horses, one cow-tailed bullock, and fourteen assc-s* berides luggage. 
Ah the river is br from being rapid, we crocSsed it without b^ing 
mnch ground. Large herds of hulJocka and flocks of sheep were 
waiting on each side for a passage* There is another kind of boat 
used in the summe t tim c £hr transporting goods. It iti made 1 ■ f 
hides, about eight feet long, four broad, Eind two deep, the ribs of 
willow pok-e. There were none afloat, but we saw many of 131 am 
upm the bank keel up, and one end being raised u little they thus 
serve for a habitation. 

After criming the river, wo rode northwards over a largo sandy 
lank, which is overflowed in the itdny season + aiid entered 11 valley 
which opens upon the Toanpti. We had fine sandy roods here# 
and I ran Home races with Punmgir. Thu Tibet ponies jue much 
swifter and letter blood thrm I expected* Wfl took up our quarters 
at n monafitcry in a small village. The abbot was a short, riekly- 
looking mao* hut courteous and boepitable. His dinner was just 
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Toady, mid he sent m a couple nf join U uf moat tftteUattt 
mot ton. 

1ft the fldlemotm we wnlkid out, und &ut Jowii on the Uriks of 
the rivulet which nmfl through the vnlky, soid while we wow 
looking at gome dromedaries, a gylang* or priest came up to ns, and 
eat clown beside m. The few worfs of the language which I was 
master of were little aide to support u varied tit id entertaining 
ronTeiwtkm, I emderatood, however, the priests caution .t_ r nattr=l 
silting on the ground and in the suil Ho was dramd in the 
habit [MHzulijtr to hia order* which 1 liavt airily de^ril.^d; hut it 
had HOfiii many years' servim, am I was now threadharm He hnn] 
thrown ofF his hose to wade the river* when our etmlF- hji attracted 
his notice. Upon this, lie loosened a wallet which hung at his buck, 
and after turning over mme books of prayers, a yd low doth coat, 
lifttd with lambskin, a small pitrad of tobooco and another of Hu 
he came to a bundle of incense papera, and having prank'd four nvf 
them. to Mr, HamiltoiL, claimed wme UDttfT in return. This exchange 
hdng made, and having token huiiv by a halutnticm of thumbs, which 
is tb if sign of 13 1 e sui.^rlutive degree of com psriat m, he laid b h 1 ■• :\ ’if 
and been upon hla bock r ui]d, waling the river, continued his jniinicy 

The tower gylongs liere are not so well off m in the Deb 
Eftjiih r s country: they pm a much more numerous body, anil the 
him.LSi having engrossed all authority into their own Linds* the 
priests, parties h rly the inferior ones* oro wilhoul tho political con- 
sequence enjoyed by the clergy in the neighbouring kingdom. 

We £ct nut early in the morning, and travelled uorthwiutiW 
ft leu g the brinks of the rivulet.* We pasod opposite to Tefihu-tjPiy s 
where tho Lama received his birth, and at length amu* in right of 
Chammuunmg, 3 a castle bdunging to Lhasa, situated upon tin- top

On the 8th of November, 1774 T wo rode up to the gate of the 
pahuw r nnd will kin g into tbe court, went up the Udders to uur 
apartments. 

Deeberij^ay 1 is fifttiflted m a mhow imlley, anti at the foot of an 
abrupt and roetr bUL The palace U umall; it ia only (wo stories 
high* inti Is surrounded on three sides by rows of small apartments 
with a wooden gallery running round them, which altogether form 
a small court, flagged with stone, All the stairs are broad ladders. 
Tho twffl are adorned with copper-gilt ornaments ; and on the front 
of the bouse there are three round brass plates, emblems of Gin, 
Huong/ Thy Larons apartment is at the top; it ia email, 
and hung round with different; coloured silks* views of PotalIn h J 
Tcshu Ltmibo, &?- About two miles from Doskeripgaj is the 
matte of Chatnmmriiig. 

Immediately after onr arrival, the Luma Rent ns a pot of ready- 
made tea, boiled rice, four or five sacks of flour and of rice, three or 
four driird dieqp'd carauiftHt and -nmc whisky. 1 had also cumpli- 
merits of tea from oyTura] of bis officers, and many visifctfsi whom 
curiosity brought to ms mo. 

My room was small, but neatly fuirtdsh&l; it wad immediately 
above the church* and I was entertained with the never-ceasing 
noise of “ cymbullines and timhailinra " from morning to night. 
But o6 soon as it grows dark every thing is still as death, ami the 
gniee are shut about an hour after sunset, The night of my arrival 
thry wolB kept open on account of my Hiippc-r t as my servants were

They nre r luin.l-j ■ -uti l r c il - ice, 
and I cannot help fancying they Lave soma of the Malay fbatmm 

In tlia jiftn-moon, 1 W my first audience of the Lams. I have 
thewhere put down the cun versa tkm that paaaal, and ^tiIL hens only 
mention the certmoniefl. 

The Lams was upon his throne, formf.nl of wood, cooed and 
gilt* With so me cusliioiis above it* nj»n which bo sat mradegged. 
He was dressed in a mitre-shaped cup of yellow broadcloth, with 
long I sre lined with red satin a. yolbw doth jacket wit bant 
sleeves, and a satin mantle of the same colour thrown over }m 
ahouldera. On one side ol him stood his physician with a bundle 
of pet&knsd stuidal-wood rods burning in Ids Land; on the other 
stood his Sttj-'f* Ohuwbo* or enp-htaror- I IillJ the HemmaiB 
pn -cnis before him. delivering tlie Liter ami pearl ncctW* into 
his own fjjiudri, together with a while Peloug J handkerchief on my 
own part, according to the cnetoin of the Benin try. He received 
me in the most engaging manner, I was seated on a high stool 
covered with u carpet Plates of boded mutton, boiled rice, dried 
fruits, .-iwettmeats, .sugar,, 1 randies? of ten, ibcep's rarcaspes dried, 4r r( 
were set before me and my companion, Mr. Huiuiltom The Luma 
drank two or threo dishes of tea along with ns, hut without raying 
any gm-fl; asked ns oneo or twice to eat, and threw white Pel ring 
handkerchiefs over onr necks at retiring. After two or three virdts, 
the Lams used (except on holidays) to receive me without any 
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ceremony, htM bead tmeoverod, dressed only in the Lirgc red pelti- 
coat which i.i worn by all the gykuigB* red Bulgur hide loots, u 
yet low doth ?«§i, with his arms barF% and a piece of course yellow 
doth thrown across hie shniiMem. Ho -at acmc-tlmra in r+ chair. 
a>nietinit , & on a beach covered with tiger skins, and nobody hut, the 
Sopoa Ohnmho present. Sometimes he would walk with me- about 
the room, explain to mo the {detunes, nub® remarks upon ttc 
CM-l-sur of in} - r;ycfl f Jpc + For, although ten crated as Gal's vice¬ 
gerent through all tlie eastern eatmtm^ of Ada, endowed with a 
portion of oEnnis-ieuce,, ami with ninny other diurto attribute, ho 
throws aside, in coqt- nmtion, a]] Mm awful port of his dniracter, 
ncrammoJate I mseif to the wmknees of mortals, fw&wimjfl to 
make himself loved rather than feared, and behoves with the 
greater affability to every body, particularly to strangers. 

Testm Lama is ahonfc forty years of age^ of low stature, imd 
though nut corpulent. rather inclining to bo tat. H8 h c&mplexbll 
ii fairer than thrit of most of the Tibetans, and Ins anus are os 
white a-i tlio^e of a European; his hair, which is j- t black* cue 
very ehort; hia beard and whiakfira nerur above n mouth long ; his 
eyes are aniitll jind blank. Tim eipn^ibii of his ^irintenaiic® in 
smiling mid pxd-huramired* Hie father was a Tibetan; bin 
mother n near relation of the Hnjnba of Lnilak. From her Us 
learned the Hindustani hingnage, cif which In? hus n mod crate 
knowlel^e, *ind in fond of speaking it Hls ilispositiDn is open, 
candid, and gerwram He is extremely merry and enU-rmirniig in 
amvefatiao, and telin a phaitaiit story with a great deal of humour 
mid action. I siideaVimred to find out, in his riuiractcr, those 
defBets which arc mnpurxihle from hnnmmty, bnt he fa so uni- 
ver^illy Mured that I had no mtscms t and nut u nniii could find m 
his [mart to speak ill of him.

practice common to Tatury as well as Tibet; but I could discover 
nu mystery in it. The sheep ia killed, is beheaded, is skinned, m 
denned; the four feet lire then put together in seek a nmnner is 
may keep ihn eapensa moot open. Daring a fortnight It id every 
night exposed on the top of the bouse* or in mint other (dry situa¬ 
tion, and in the heat of the day it W kept ill a cool room, After it 
m folly dried it may be kept anywhere. In thts way they prewrvn 
mutton nit the year round . 1 The end of autumn, whoa the sheep 
are fattened with the summer's grass, ia the usual time for killing 
them; and the difficulty of supporting the flocks in the winter 
time is, I believe, tbo rofisim for adopting this method. In the hot 
and miny season it is nectary to lisa a . kthkII quantity of *idt; but 
few enrmaacs are then dried. I found the dried mutton generally 
more Lender than that fr&di kilb.il. but not m juicy and high 
ilaroLmd. The Tibetans often mt it mw, and I once followed their 
example; it had much the taste of driid fltdu The facility with 
which meat is preserved from putrefaction in this country may he 
owing partly to the coldness of the climate, portly to the uncommon 
dryness of ft gravelly and sandy soil* and partly to the scarcity of 
flies* and other maggot-breeding insects.

The country swarms with beggars who follow this profrsshii from 
generation to generation* and the Lama entertains h-ddiis a ntunl:er 
of t'uLzirs who resort hither from Indm. As he speaks llieir longtiuge 
tolerably well, he every day converses with them from hi - windows, 
m i phks up by this means a know lodge of the different countries and 
guTemmentv of Iliudushsi. Many of them come on coiMffl^EKL 
schemes ; but although very opulent, they continue to wear tt homely 
dress, and to rocenTeclmrity from the Liana. Others come on pretence 
of julgmuagfes to fcbe Lama ; their real object, howsmsTi being to 
shire his lonoty. He gives them it muni hiy allowance of tca T 
hotter, and flour, U^ridrs money, and often LsatowH something con- 
riderakble upon them lit their departure, The * huaiim, who aru 
i hue supported at the Lomu's expense, imy to in muntor about one 
bundled and fifty* besides aliNttt thirty Mnwulwim LkuH, For, 
although the genius of lbs religion of Muhammad is bf*&lilc to that 
of thn | jtxiut. yet ho b possessed of much Christian chanty, and is 
free from, those narrow prejudices which, next to ambition and 
avarice* Irnvo opened the moist copious source of tinnimi misery* 
Tliin charity to the pilgrims flow*, I iraaginn* partly from the 
generosity nf the Ltmiuri Lemper, partly from the desire of acquiring 
information* upd satisfying his mriosity nlwnt Hindustan, the school 
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of the religion of Tibet But tin. fukira., in their return to their 
own country. or in Lbt-ir rnmblr-s through other kingdoms of Ada, 
iiu timill y ex to] the bounty of tht-ir Leneliictur, Hid time bcitu to 
spread wide the fume of his chnmdef. 

The Cremoo 1 fakir*. as far us I can judge, are in general a very 
worthless fwt of people,, devoid of principle, md being separated by 
their profession from all those ties ol kindred and fumily which 
hctto to hind the rest of mankind, they have no object but 1 heir 
own interest, and, covered with the cloak of religion are regardlesa 
of their caste, of their ahumcter, and of every! lung else which is held 
snemd among ihe Hindus. Their vicl sialu arc- dressed by Tibet 
servant*; then? w no kind of meat, S*ief excepted, which they do not 
iflt. They drink plentifully of spin tumid liquors, and although 
directly contrary to their vows ond to the ruled of their order, above 
one half of them keep women. In their deportment they mis + by 
ii strange couihinatiain the most fawning and flattering servility 
with the inodt clamorous insolence- Tltey intrude into every com* 
puny* give their opinion in every conversation, and convey what 
they have to any in a voice like thunder. They arc universally 
disliked by the Tibotans, Imve no protector hut the Luma, md if 
in- were to die to-morrow they would next dtiy hi driven Irom tlji.- 
palace. It may npj>ear Grange, after giving them tide character* that 
1 should have bestowed a good deal of money among the Inking 
lint I will confess 1 did it from worldly motives, nud uni far from 
efepecting that it will draw down the favour of heaven upon my

Thn Lama used to send a priest to me early every morning with 
hi une bread and tea, or Borne boiled rice and chopped mutton: of 
which last, us 1 always like to do at Home lis they do at Borne, 1 
iksril to eat very heartily.

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BIDE FROM DESHHETPOAY TO TE8BT LtHUBO. 

At length the 7th of Decembar, the dny of our departure from 
Dfiehmpgfis ^ arrived. The Lmii sent to me to know whether I 
cboeo to accompany him, or to go on before, ae be hud heard we 
wei fond of riding fast, mi it might I* irk-ome twilling b 
alow way. This question arose, I behove, from the nice I hud ran 
with Pnmngir upon the road- 1 Thf-ro nothing Qh-mtnred in 
it. I returned him for answer that I wished to attend his stirrup. 

We were wakened long before day, rind before sttnrise tli- Luma 
set out on his journey. The road was covered with cloth from hia 
apartments to the steps by which be wua to get on horseback* He 
wasdressed p m usual* in a yellow brood doth jacket without sleeves 
Whjn ho came to the stops he polled off his cap, and his sapon 1 put 
on him uiie bnrd with fur, together with n black silk flap with 
fringes to keep off the mm r s raje. Ho thou got upon horsebacki and 
a ydlow satin cloak lined with for wuh thrown over him. Two 
men held his horse a bend and t wo others his saddle. The Lama 
once gut a Ml, and is a very timorous rider. 

The Hun ™ not yet up and the cold was excessive, I thought 
] should have lost my linger*. When we had go ne about half amOs 
the people gave three hurrahs, at e^sch of whirh we turned our 
homes' hoods towards the palace. Crowd* of people were assemble I 
to see and pay their adorations to the Lama. Use horsemen, how- 
over, kept them nff. and they were obliged to perform their three 
prostmtioua at u great distance. Only such uta hud erected little 
altar? with fires wore allowed to remain, mid the snnoke of theoe f 
however dhwg r e eaHa, served to render the cold leaa intense. In 
this way we proceeded along thi' western baid;u of the CbiJiniitm- 
ring rivulet. 3

The peasants were singing and 
dimming. About three tkosmud gy longs, some with lar^o pteeo* 
of chequered cloth hung npon their breasts, others with their 
cyuitola Jind tutors^ wiire ranked next the pfiliee, As thn Lama 
passed they bent half farw&rtla, and followed him with their eyes* 
Bnt tlwre was ft look of veneration mixed wilh joy in (heir 
iHMiitnnnnees which pleased me beyond anything, and was a *qr^r 
U-*rimony of satisfaction tlian all the gun* in ibo lower, and all the 
odes of Whitehead 3 Could have given. One catches aJfectkm by 
sympathy, ami I eonld not help, lu some measure, feeling tho same 
emotions with the L=uehl s rotaries 

The Lama rode m tar as be could, and then walked slowly 
through the purlieus of the palace, stopping now and then, and 
easting a. cheerful look among his people.

If. ia alout aisty feet, long 
and fifty broad; the celling supported by a numW of high pillar*, 
am! tbo walla inloraet! with mythological j aintingSv The Ljuba 
was seated upon ii lofty throne, raised with ensKi^ria, under an 
alcove at one end of the room. Them was another, not m high, on 
his light hand, which belongs tn Cbnnzo Cusho t who sat, however, 
nn li low cushion at the foot of the Turn 1 s throne, the SScrjvn 
Ckumbo landing ben Ida it. Inunedfntt-ly without the *l1'uvo were 
placed the four inferior T^mati, 1 was seated upcm a cushion next 
to them, and opjMjgite to mo eat a Efllmtik Luma, lately arrived 
from the Kimlkn Limn, cjdlul by the Hindus Taninath/ anil 
dune to him iho Dalai Lamn’s vnbil. Cheyt Sings vakil wus 
placed below me and Mr. Hamilton* towards ilia door, and after 
him a vakil from Kudhtntri Mtill, and other Hindus 1 CAm* 
m soon altar the Luna wilr rented, and Irnnng made three profound 
hows, presented to him my hirndkeirdiiof ± which ho always nnsivu} 
with hi» own lyiuds* He apoke to mo for about two minutes* 
inquiring about my health, what 1 thought of Teshn Lnmbft, *md 
how I liked my accommodation.

the hearts of men.” Bd ween whiles the Lama, and everybody that 
was Boated* drank a dish of tea* I had mine out of she Lama's 
golden teapot, nil honour bestowed only upon Cliunft* Cuiiho, the 
inferior Lkdh , 4 and the vakils of the Dalai Lama end Tarn noth. 
There was a company of fifteen young boys, from seven to twelve 
years old, dressed in different colon rod chintzes and kmiota with 
white turban*, and small avos in their right hands, who at intervals 
danced btifc-re the Laron, to the muse of hautboys, flutes, kettle* 
drum?, and bells, keeping time with their ares, with their hoppings 
their twirling*, am! many other motions which I attempt Hut to 
describe* I am told it was an imitation of a Sadat [ dance. Another 
part of the enterttmmeul consisted of public disputes, which worn 
conducted by two and two gy tonga. Beligkm Was the subject of 
their debates ; perhaps the immortality of the sonl T or Hie unchange¬ 
able nature of right and wrong; but my ignorance of the language 
rendered them quite uamtelligibb to m& Hey were carried on 
vnrh much vociferation and feigned wuraitk, and emheHiabed with 
gloat powers of action, such ns dapping hands, shaking the head, 
Ac, These gestures ore no 'doubt very iimproper and ridiculous 
bemuM they uro quite different from those risixl by European 
Ofators, who arc- tho true* sionJanLi of what is just, und what is 
graceful. Dinner m? oftorwozds bit.ugbl in. Bii largo, Jow 
tdikffl. covered with wooden punted [slattern, hi led wills Chirtcao 
and Konlimiri dried fmita. angar p treacle cuke?, and sweetmeat^ 
piles of phttod tiieuifis* dried cheeps carcaras, Ac.* wort? set before 
tlie Lama. Two tables garnished in the lit* imiiHrr liefore tho 
Cbuuzo Cushci; and some bread, pieces of dried mutton, plutes of 
fruits and sweetmeats, before mo mui each of the other guests.,

He went first into the pihery, 1 
which is oei the same door with my room, and walking np to the 
ini£i m;o .-,! the god frikyai, which is m the middle. foil down three 
times before it. I may aa well describe thin temple while I &iu 
here. 

It con hull's thirteen gigantic liynreSi ivliidi wunld 3s- iitaui 
eight teet Iiigh stand frig; but they are elII, except thn imago of the 
god uf war urnl unuthar, sitting fflcmdegged. They are of copjfcv 
gi]f, bolding a pot with flowers or fruit in tilth hip. They are 
repriseiited covered with mnnths p imd crowns or mitres uu their 
hf-'inEs ; find allFjgttliei, pirticiikrly the drapery t are far from being 
Lolly eieeutod. Hie thrones upon which they id£ art uIso of 
copper gilt, adorned with tnrqnoiiie* T comflian 0 s and other stones 
not uf ine.stititiible valne + The mouldings and ornaments of the 
ihroneti nro in a good stylo. Behind each figure the wall is cove'ted 
with s piece of carved work, like unto the heavy gilt frames of chit 
forefathers 1 portraits, or looldng-^^m Behind th m nre china 
yiism, sonic mL i.lioni very himiLoino, loads of china end 
tiht last partly Chinese, partly Eim^tin, filled with grain, fruit, or 
guai dower* i a variety of shells, large duinh t in stiver, somts 
ostrich eggs, eoeotmiifo, cymLdn, and a variety of other article, 
miik:ng a midt hoti rogtuioonr! figure* Bound the necks of the imugns 
jin' strings at aural, ill-rdiajied pearls, comedian, ugato H imd other 
and their crowns are set with the like ornaments. The 
voting nf the gallery is covered with iatmai of a variety uf patterns,

Next morning,. the Lama repaired miuin to the ball* whiilkir we 
all attended him. But why should I repeat over the coromonioa 
of which T have already given sn minute and m tiresome a 
description? 

I had a Writ front Jhho Patas, who is one of ihe four TikUau 
generals, nnj l took cate to receive kirn in oil due form* He Raid 
lie cams by the Lama's orders, who told him that a* I had come 
from bo fur a country, and from tbo sovtr«igt« of HhduHteun it wilh 
proper he should wait upon me, lie is n very cheerful, pleasant 
luJLti, and after some conversation, and drinking u tli.dk nr two nt 
teia, we mt down to chess,. Although my pieces were entirely new 
to him, lie fought a tough battle, and I believe, if we had played 
anothur giuno, the gunoml would have ginned the victory. But 
be wils next iky Ui set out for Lha» f and wa* afteuwnrdH unltml 
□.put ftnnrim into Demo Jong's lw inn try 1 to oppose the witli 

which tbo fiorklni Rajah had invaded it.

He discovered that the dress of tho 
Idnglidi was exactly thai of tiuj Ibizans; fiijr indeed the tunic 
which I wore, Slid also my cap, the cut of winch was fbur^juaie 
instead of baing round, laid been made n pr.^i-n? of to the L on l 
by iH^uir; Tnrki Tates*, 1 I Lad no busing to tmdeeem 1dm, 
especially m I got m much into hie good graces ou Ibis account. 
Hn slid he liked the EuSamiiH lor their * nmi ly to the Chinese. who 
wore rt buse h tmicheraiu^ nod scoundrelly people. I confess I was 
a g«M>d deal surprised at the warmth with w hich he always revived 
this trmsonahli- subject, till I discovered that he had Uvn in the 
H^rriec of Wang f.-uslio, the last of the Tdai llujabi, who about 
tirtuty-fivo years ago was trOAcherDUflly put to death by the 
Chmc&e uL Lhasa. 1 

I had u ™t from the Chaqduri, 3 a native of Palpa/ whom I 
luif o e Is '.where mentioned, accompanied by other H indufitaui?. The 
vnkiSrt of Choyfc Sing and of Ku.-ltmiri Mid] who came to mbm.

The other wns clad in 
feminine attire. They brought me some small barala nnd Iiotbs 
containing pnMssb from Geaab Bimboc-he* 1 pan opening them* 
they were found to consist of Chinese distilled whisky, a varu i y of 
small cakes miide by the sume people, a kind of Hall tw than n 
minnow, dried, arid Rome dried mushrooms, which they said came 
from Peking, The whisky was stronger and better than that of 
Tibet; the bread af very fine Hour, hut not half baked nor evr ii 
ktiindeid; the fiflh we could never imd ant how to dress, but the 
nmahjijoniii served greatly bo improve the simple and unsavoury 
economy of onr table, I received the TfckOfl in all due fenn; they 
stayed with me about an hour, and left mo little satisfied wilh their 
manners or conversation.

Os :h-i 1 Uhiif March, I775, 1 the Fyn Oimhes were to -=< t oat ihr tb< ;:r 
country e^at, ul*mL twu days’ journey from Tcshn LiqnljD, uud mtkrfl 
tiic !■> adconi|h , iny them, I ■wiis glad of an opportunity of Turyiiag 
Oif insipid econo, and applied for the Lama's po rmi^ tmi, which lie 
rmdilygranted mo. Wo Hftt'out about midday. I carried with m 
only ddo Hindustani sermot, revolving to live like \% Tibahua The 
Vyn Cuihus LjuI about a dozen servants* Wo arrived towards 
Gvctkliig ut ii village, in the vailny through which runs the Tsnnpu* 
and touk lap our quorterf in I lie Litid num^ haftaa. After drinking 
tm r dinner wm brought in, A cup of hashed mutton, not uulikp 
ei greasy curry, another of boiled rice, a third uf raw beef boul into 
n jolty, and highly seasoned with stilt, tunnedt% and other jjpiou. 
It is fur from nnsaytinry, when ono can get tho letter of Europ- ail 
prejtidicefl + There were olao n joint of mutton well boiled, and 
HE other just scorched on the ouioide but rnw within. It require 
no conjuring to find out on which I uunlo my dinner. Then? ia 
no such thing os two people cutting from the same joint of mrnt, 
or helping themselves from the eauio plate* tto that a pepiiiato set 
of the above dishes ns served up to wch* After this we haul 
fruits and sweetmeata, end. Ole Fyn Cushon haying lent me a 
pipe, we E*at down to smoke. We then adjourned to a suulII 
garden, to shoot arrows. A tent was pitched with a blank cloth at 
mma ilkhmce. Such ub hit the hull*B-cya had n handkerchief given 
tlMim* I also received one, though unmerited]y. Night oaum oil 
W o returned and sat down aiiont a ggoJ[y firs, new kindled in the 
middle of the room, spending n couple of hours in singing, drinking 
rhittitji playing upon tho guitar, nr at ehmsL Mr. QamOhon and 1 
then retired to another apartment, where a supper was prepared for 
in, as if wo had not tasted moat that day; but afraid that we

'the boats were all on the other side, and the river eovc-red with 
shoals uf snow-mixed ice. We had to wait here a couple of hours. 
There was n lent with ten prepared for us, and I spent port of 
tliii time in sliding on tlie toe, with which a neighbouring pod of 
water wm covered. As soon tu* we were ferried over, we mounted 
our horee-d and rode cheerily up the sandy batik of the Taunpn, 
stopping twice al teiita prepared for us, to refresh ourselves with tea 
aod mutton. In the- afternoon we came to Ihe foot of a mountain 
covered with red ochre, and dedicated to aoma wrathful deity, Hone 
the Pyn Cashes set up the brunch of a li e,, with a whito handker¬ 
chief fii ’teue! to it, Tim Tsanpu at iliii place form- n large abn* :

After riding about three miles from Eiiyaitzay, wo stopped at a 
tent and sat there two hours while the servo rite went up the bilk: to 
reconnoitre, I confess I did not much concdt thia method of hunting 
in a tent, and formed no favourable prnsago of our sport At kmiilii 
I prevailed on the younger brother to set <ml, and letting loops the 
dogft we rode along the sides of the hills, hut without seeing any¬ 
thing except a covey of partridges ; and although the Ptu CudKn 
make no bones of shooting when hy Lhonirieive*, they were afmiJ 
that aomc of the Lamas people who accompanied me might meution 
it at Teihn Lutnba, and so get them into a *opipe« 

At length, when we were about to return, one of the eetTuiia 
ctune with the new* of having found n musk goal asleep in a 
quarry. TI10 dogs were immediately tk<l up. The people with thi’ 
toils went along the side of the mountain, oial above the place wheta 
the game by, while we followed slowly after. The toils are made 
of cords* formal into ft number of noosed hung close to one fundher, 
on a rope which is extended at about three foot from the ground 
and supported by rtkLa a tuck iti the earth at intervals of ul> .u£ ten 
or twelve feet. Thera isf another row of nooses sunder to tbj= 
pineal parallel to it, ami at the Jin knee of about five feet. When 
these double toils were sot all round nne side of the quarry, and at

After supper everyone retired to his mom and went Eo kd, 
thinking no eviL But about- the middle of the night we weiti 
alarmed with a dreadful larking and howling among lho dog£ 
which boob brought all the family together upm the leads; Hr. 
TT.imiilr.i.iTi and I lii our shirty tha re^t with only n hlanirt wmpptJ 
round them, it being the custom for the Tibelasi3 s tjoth men rod 
women> to sleep naked. There was on light but starlight; the 
noisea still continued. Some said it was thieve* ; but sf I canU 
not think anybody would lv m wicked as aitempt to rob the Lmu^ 
family p I had nothing for it but to conclude it was the devil In 
the meantime a most extraordinary yelling begun just under «>Lir 
nose, which being totally different from anything I had ever Lean! 
would certainly have Barred to confirm my notion, had nat the 
whole family, to my utter astonishment hurst out into a fit of 
laughing; and, Palma haring managed to light a lamp with his 
tinder-box., we bnd tho fa traction to pi e Mr. Wolf, whose breaking 
loose had occasioned nil this dint indumc^ pinned down by the tiger 
cfltp with her claws fixed in hi* elieekii. And so p having remMwIfiil 
hi in into confinement tnnh of mu motley group, after locking 1 
little at one another, re! art ied laughing to bed. 

Early in the morning wo took leave of our hosts, ml out from 
Ibnjmtzay, ftnd reached Teahu Lon do ut, night, by excusing myeeif 
from stopping to drink tea at vurion? places, nm\ pushing through 
a great whirlwind of dust towards the end of our jemmey. At

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night the pahicfl mid all the town were iUiminafced, in honour of 
the b&t Tosha Lomu. It fa mooned very unlucky if the lamps 
should ho blown cut, and yet they were Mown out upon thifl 
occasion. Howem, tb n so m of men con easily find salves for any¬ 
thing. A few extraordinary prayers, ur one or two solemnities, 
avert the evil. 

In the morning jut friend Fvbo Einji Rumpsi mine to see me.

The severity of the winter was now passed; the ice melkd 
faster than it froze; the weather in the heat of the day was vsiy

My parting with the Pyu 
Cnshos wim a harder imk, I never could reconcile myself l*.' tin 1 
thoughts of a last forewolb and however anxious I was to rtFum to 
Bengal and to the wurki I could not take leave of my Tibtimi 
friend* with indiflarance, and would now find little satisfaction in 
repenting the eiicTuustsiuces of it, 1 

TLs last days of my stay at Teshu Lmubo ware taken up with 
these ceremonies; all my ExplainLmcas in the ptdtux-* coming to 
me with pob of tm, little present^ kind looks, and kiriid ^ 
pres-dons.

The 
higher ch™ of people oat rice brought from the Deb Rajahs 
ernmlry, unleavened bread mode into twisted n ills with butter* 
mutton Hotip thickened with pounded rice, mutton toiled in pints 
or cut in pieces ; heef d not much ; fireetmeata und fruity brought 
freiu China und Kudnair. As to pDrk 3 so much u^d for food in 
the neighbouring kingdom, there are few Fwiun in the country. 
All the world drink tea sunk in the same manner us in Tatar) . 1

The higher layman wear 
tunics of satin, brocaded nr plainj lined with sheep and Lirnh skim, 
or Siberian furs; a round cap faced with ftir F and crowned with a 
silk tassel, and Bulgar hide boots. Bed broadcloth tunics are also 
f,«r from uncommon. The women wear a jueket, and petticoat 
dueling ft IiitL In tow tin- knee, *. .1 ri.nthc blanket uf serge striped 
or plain, or of Cbjn-.se sitin, according to their condition j Tatar 
stockings soltd with leather, and gartered under the luaeee When 
dres^l they ha™ a piece of doth thrown dunk like over their 
■hoalikm. All ranks of them nro at great puma in ad Liming 
then heads; plaiting their huir nr-utty enough with copd aud 
amber brads, bugles ,'t pearls; they wear also wklaroti of tied, 
where the pines of ami nr are sometimes krge ils a hens egg. 
The quantity of the tw r o first kinds of beads that Is on the bead, 
even of n peasant's wife or dulighter,, is nmimiig.

The kusea gddmn rise nbove fourteen or fourteen and a bail 
handd 'I’lip y ara muellv white; wldiirn piebald; strong,. bandy T 
and not vicious but dl trr-oited., i I key ran into the opposite extrema 
fi\«m lho Bengalis, One man will feed, I cannot aay take care of h 
twenty or five-aud-tVfcnty h ubbs.

The whole mm i* ftbundfiutly 
dirty. The L[Lnut'^ present habitation is small His palace at 
Teabu bumbo is, I am told, princely. 1 The ascent to the apart¬ 
ments here is also by Ladders: but the apartments themselves 
well painted, gilded, and finished: they want but windows and 
■tome. The first are only board* like the frames of a green- 
houee; the last ll re unknown, and pots with charcoal are uadi in 
their stoad- 

I will mention only the two customs that upptw inssnt irngulir. 
As there is little wood in she country, they cannot afford to 
bum their dead ; but they tnkr tin equally effectual way of destray¬ 
ing them. The body is carried to a neighbouring monto'da, and 
being cut and brat in pieces, is left to tie devoured by the wild 
beasti, I went to visit one of these sepulchral mounts, and 
expected to find it like a dmmobhouso, Fkgfofl, ravens, and 
hawks hovered aver us ; but not a vestige of mortality ccndil I 
fee. At length I was nhown the spot where the body k hud, 
and cotiM observe some fresh spEintera. On the top of this gloomy 
hill, an aged virgin Imd, fiiod her puliUry I wanted much 

to jsm this inside of it* At kit, after much rheiorin, I got her to 
open the only window of her hovel, md show her wrinkled fiioe and 
dismal Imbitaltam Having given ua a kind of liquor made of wheat 
to drink, and muttered oxer many prayers for our safety* we took 
our leave* Thin female hermit snlieihtn entirely on alms, and m held 
in general YeiMjratiQn throughout the GouBtry.

The most mnsidemhle 3branch of commem? is with China* ft 
is carried on by the natives of that kingdom* hy Kashmir^ and 
by the Lomus agents, who proceed to Scling, 3 mid sometimes even 
bo IV king, The imports are coarse tea. of which the consumption is 
immense; flowered and brocaded satins of various kinds.

cloth, coral and amber heads, npicefl, and gold. The Kaduialm 
aatnudly engross tJMi trade with their country. It L$ not cotsaddef- 
nble. The imports are chiefly sugar, dried hup™, and other fruits. 
The exports are gout's wool uisil gold. The imparts from Aat&m 
arc flpiiX-3 and timber, munga 1 do ties, and other course manufacture 
of silk anil linen. The native productlona of the Deb BajnhT 
country brought into Tibet uro rice, wrought iron, coarse woollen 
cloth r ami sioms manjit p J which arc evehanged for tea and^tbir 
Chineeo commoditiw r rock salt, vv-d, sliet-p's ttlthis, and narrow 
frieze for t heir home RittaamptiuiL TL.- productions imported Jjrunui 
Nepal arc chiefly iron and lice.

made un doubt of their resenting the conduct of the Chimin in a 
very high strain; that the present sovereign of Rusiia, although a 
wotuan^ ms extremely able and active! going in person to nritfl 
her forces, receiving all ambassadors* and in&pftsting every depart- 
mcni of government herself; that the lEuiwiarw wen? also a very 
banty and warlike people, and cupublfi of great dibits* ami I 
doubted whether the (Jhineso would fee able to cope with thrir 
troojis, who hmi h^on so loiicr accustomed to actual kind vorv severe 
service. He replied that it was very tme; tliat former emperor* 
would Lave weighed these cmmxnstmice^ but the pnwtd one was 
too violent und too fond of war to Satan to advice, nnd wus bosidos 
offended at the Rus*-:l!ui 3 ler the refuge they Iwvd euvi ’-riled to thr 
TstmgaiH, h tribe of Tatars whom he hail sutclnod; that tiling 
must now take their course, and ho was afraid that no representa¬ 
tions of hLn or of bifl friend, the Luma of Poking* oouhl prevent 
a war. 

On the 27th of March snnio SJaa ri murohiujm came to mo. 
Jind after presenting silk handkerchiefs according to tho rualnrn of 
(hf country, tnfffftro d me that they waited upon mo in eoEiBeq'unnec 
tlyj I-mil! 3 orders; that he hnd written to their constatnents cil 
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IJsmm (for the**.- at Sliip'L+#i ; nre only agenta), acquainting them 
that the Governor had written to him T and that I hod represented to 
him the Ckmrnara desire of opening the comm™ between Tibet 
And Bengal > so that merchants might freely trade between tho one 
kingdom nml Lhe other ; that the trade which was formerly carried! 
on thxouizh Nepal by the many Kiahmiri houses settled there inul 
l«n greatly obstructed by the oppression of the Gorkhs Ra [ah, and 
that h^thsrdbr^ advised them to iscnd their pmjjusAto into Bengal, 
through the Deb fiajpili’s country ; that the Governor had erignjj h! 
to give ihem every usskiniioe and protection, and that he, on \m 
partj wfw fklw&ye Heady to encoinage merchants and I rude, Whether 
all this wils in his letter, or spjken by the Lama 1 .m^Tf I cannot 
say, for they told me further that they had waited it pin the Lama, 
and ho had desired them to come to me. I told them that tho 
Governor find indeed desired me to represent to the Lanta how 
much the tirade with Bengal lind declined of Into ymrs, owing bj 
'•nn>- s with which they m well acquaint-d t nn-.l to re^tk- 5 fc his 
AHiifitanoe in restoring it; »nd that the fjiiuii foul 1>een good 
enough to premise his best end favours for that purpose, I then 
explained to them the steps which had hren taken in Bengal for 
the ease of mendMiits hy abolishing the ancient chokies and 
e-iartEciLH upon trade; by fixing the duties at only two rupees in 
the hundred* and by panting every protection and encouragement; 
to the merchant; that if they choose to send pummhim into 
Bengal i could von t ore to assure them nf tho Governor's readiness to 
grout them every security and Assistance; that the only difficulty was 
Ihe read by which they were to get to Bengal ; that I uijrh rs f c»vl 
thny were all afraid of trusting themselves in Nepal* to which 
Murnng 1 and Byapur 7 were now subject: that the Deb Rajah's 
country only remained* who had granted p rmb^on of transporting 
guaila through hfo territories only to one or two morchimEn; that J 
had mentioned the subject to him but very slightly, reserving it 
lilt after I had waited upon and received the order of the Linuv to 
^ hoiiL I was sent ; that, for iny part* 1 should uso every argument 
snd every mean* with the Deb Rajub in Older to obtain bn onn- 
fcnt; lluit I trusted to the Lamas seconding my Upphcntions, and 
was in bops they might be crowned with flurcea*; bn t could not

which the Bhutanese bad earned on, and having thfir country 
restored to them, they imagined the Deb Rajah would bn wry 
reidy to comply with any demand on the part of the Company, a* 
hi- would be afraid, in case of refund, that the English would again 
invade kis territory, and cone hided with saying that I might 
threaten him upon thin score* l told them I lind no power to w 
sncli language to him, find that whatever I did. with the Deb Rajah 
must lie by pe&eaablo and friendly moans; tlrnL l he Company, iti 
eonseq nonce of the Lanin's lot tor to thu Governor, hud restored Lhfl 
Deb Rajah's country, imd entennl into a treaty of jjeaca with him, 
which, according to 1 he minims of the English Government, woald 1 
cm the part of my constituents, remain for ever inviolate, r l hey 
observed that the Gorkhii Rajah was now dead; 1 that they bop dltifl 
boh w.riild be more favourable to merchants; and in ease of the Deb 
Eujtihs refusal, that the Governor b application to the now Rajah af 
Kepul, Sing Portal}, 3 won Id certainly procure them a free fwisea^e. 
1 --aid as I wns nnacj{nainti;-d with Sing Pcrtnbs character or the 
mnaffores he m funded to piir.-ucj. I could aav nc thing upon ihii- nub- 
I* 4 : that if he followed the footsteps of las fail her, nxade promts 
and iftiths only to break them, and on gaged in perpetual ware, it wo* 
diflkolt for my fooetitneats to enter into friendship or negjotiatimii 
with kim ; that sf he eontcmtfld hbnself with the peaceful p.isse^iori 
of his own dominions tbo t iovemor could then send a vakil and sohot 
hia pcoteotinu and encouragement to merchants; but that in thk, 
ta wcdl m everything which regarded the hills which separate 
Bengal from Tibet, I imagined, he would be greatly influenced by 
the opinion of tlie La mu, whose character ntid abilities r-mibto him

nifonl lh<:m every nccessaiy assistance ; bnt that in Burned merchants 
were al ways well received, and Imd not lung to fear. They seemed 
to wish however for passports l recollect nothing further of can- 
^Ecacs that pnaged Before they went away they desired that I 
would inform the L-ntnii of their haring visited me ill okriience to 
his orders. 

On the 2Uth of March about a dozen of the principal Tibetan 
merehanta paid me n visit* They deal principally in tea, «ome of 
them to the extent of two or three lakhs a year, though one would 
Uijt suspect it from their raimenh They also told me they came to 
mo in conseqnoncD of the Lfitiuffl orders they mentioned having 
Derived a letter from him while nt D^herip^ny. advising them to 
mui tfumniMas to Bengal, and that he hud likewise spoksn to them 
to the name pnzpdHo since Ins arrival at Toulm Lnmbo. They said 
that being bom in a cold country they were afraid of going into a. 
hot one; that their people would die m Bengal; that they laid it 
from tradition that about eight hundred years ago the pcoplo of this 
country tl-hx! to travel into Bengal, but that eight ont of ton died 
before their return; that thn lyishmiriB and ikwins travelled 
into diiT-oront countries, hut that they could not. I replied, that 
I mnld only promise them the protection rmd asssEtnnoe of the 
Govt-niment of Brin sal: tha t the oUmato wtu? in (he kind of th*]; 
uni after giving them an Atitiumit of the dimate of Br-mral 
during the edd weather, I told them that if they were aim id of 
feuding their servants thither, the Kashmiris and tfoaains would 
supply them with what they wanted, and it was the same thing to 
Bengal and to th« iuliabi hints of Tibet. 1 enlarged on the Luna a 
detoro of preferring peace in the world, and of promoting the trade 
of BSMshKDfB and the bappin™ of mankind, and titry ip their 
lam praised the free and equitable government of the English, 
winch tliev 3iid the- T jmni Lini informed fhiiii of+ 

As pfime of them were very old mm, 1 n#ked thetu what 
proportion they supposed the commoditise now imported From 
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Bengal bam to that of forumr tiniiB, They would not mention any 
feed proportion, but paid lhat formerly gTttU qnmiSitie^ of coral, 
broadcloth, &c* u&id to come through Nepal, but now what wai 
brought was principally by the fold ns, who smuggled It into the 
country. They added that aa to this country* people iuiagintd 
from gold being produced in it that it was extremely rich, but this 
whs not the cose, and that if extraordinary qnantitles of gold were 
sent to Bengal the Emperor of China* who was sovr-reiga of the 
country* would to dijpleued ait it. I mplied that the trade between 
Tibet and Bengal was no now thing, nod had been carried on for 
many huadrad years; that the conquest of Xepd by the Gurkha 
Kfljah bad put a stop to it; and that the Governor only wished 
to see it restored to the same state as formerly. They sremoi 
highly pleased with this, and, after desiring too to report their 
visit to tho Lama, took their leave. 

I paid a short visit to the Lanin on the 1st of April, fie sn.nl 
that Geauh Kxmboclie% admiliwtmtion was near an end, and that 
he wished, whan the Dalai Lama anna of ago, that the Governor 
would send mi embasy to him. He said be proposed, if a place oei 
the bank* of the Ganges was granied him , to place the Gosidn, 
who was down in CaLcultn* there; H and," says he, ^if he should 
stand in need of any email matter* I trust yon will supply him" 
1 asked him aliotit what part of the country he wished it to be, 
0§ said that he would like it to be near Calcutta, thni the people 
he sent down might littv-e an opportunity of waiting on tbs 
Cavern or, but he would leave it to tlie Governor and the pundita, 
only to lie near the Ganges. Ha told me that the troops under 
the command of X)eb Patau had returned, fla they weix 1 unable to 
proceed on account of the great quantities of smow+ which rendered 
the road irapa^nuible; that Cmub Runbocho wits very angry with the 
commander and had ordered him to return* He said tbnt he had 
also received a Letter from the commander of the Gorkha troops, 
mentioning that he intended to desist from war on uccount of bi* 
Miatcr'i death* and propsing a truce for threo yeara- The Lama 
tlien gave me a Fermsti pnpr containing some memoranda* 
which he said he wished me to keep in zhiiid. He also gave m* 
Nune garden setd* and a view of Teshq Lnmt-i, These last gate 
t'iw to a conTf-r-i'Ltum which lasted till the end of my visit. 
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On the 3rd of April 1 waited on tk# Luma to take my pnhUc 
leave of 1 1 ini. Ho hqu t first to speak to me in private, I tot-1 him 
1 tad road 1 fan Persian paper he had Ijeen pleased to give Me. Ho 
recapitulated the points which it contained; he mentioned what ho 
hml formerly said about lb- 1 Luma at Poking; that ho hoped the 
Empcw would pat the government of the country in the same 
manner m formerly in the bunds of ike Dalai Lnrnu, 11 ami then," 1 
*ayy ho, "I ^h; 1 1L have no d LfliiZis I ty in carrying any mint that the 
(jovr-njor pleiL^s, umi hop to settle it so with the Emperor tin it tbo 
Governor mny send his people to Peking:, and, if ho 
English factories; but at present, while the admin isl rati mi is in 
Gesubs bands, he amt the Amfcta 1 are excessively jealous of 
foreignt/rs coming into the country + so much so that he stopped the 
pdiiiHeion of a vjikifc from the King of Assam, and yen know the 
difficulty [ had about yuur timing* In regard to the house 
which I wi.-h to have on the banka of the GungeS, 1 ' continued the 
hiktt.ii, *1 propose that PimingiTj who wus down in Calcutta, should 
iwttlo it. I do not wish it to bo a large house, and let it he built 
in the lkiLJcin of Bengal,' I begged him to give Purtmgir 
instnutioiis about it, which he said he would do. I+ Piirwngir/ 1 
says he, ,B Lae served me very well, and 1 have not found him 
guilty of so many lies a? most ether fkkiia, and I hope the f lovemor 
will show lii in favour* The old Urrauin, Suk-Debu, hits ako asked 
me leave to go down to Calcutta; he will accompany you; and I 
have aim written to the Governor about him, and I hope he will 
km-.iir LimJ 1 I then asked hirn about Bijapur, which I hod im-u- 
tioaed at a former meeting, ami lagged to know Ins opinion m u> 
the Rh'wer I should give the Heb Ikijuh in case he spoki.- to ms an 
tljat urahjed, iinl also that I might represent it to the Governor, 
“I hiLTfl alreadysays h^ “ written to Sing Per tab, tilling him 
that his father treaditroiiely and unjustly made himself tuatfer of 
Bijapur, and us i have heard u favnumhle character of him,, l 
hope he will restore it to the Deb Rnjah T ite rightful I 

have also advised him to send a vakil to Cah-uttn; a- yet 1 jitti 
ignorant whut answer he will return; hut if the Deb applies to yon 
about Bijapiir, I think van should tell Li in that you understand from 
me that I liiul written on the subject, and in cn&e I receive no 
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TUifi-iVour&ble answer, then the Governor nuiy p if ho plea™, write 
lo Sing Pertah fib .nt ft* 1 * 

1 repeated his words, to he sure that f understood them right 
He then asked mo if I imd any request to make to htin. I said I 
tad before mentioned to him hnw fond the Governor was of strange 
aniimifej and he had been so good as to send pome ; hut- there were 
tiro wild ones in tide country which could not ho sent unless il n-y 
were reared and tamed when young, the one ™ the musk goat, 
the other the te p and 1 knew haw mneh he would oblige the 
Governor by giving ordera for this purpose, imd sending them 
down to Bengal in the cold weather, vs Iie t " I will order l be 
musk goats to be cmight and given to you on the rood/ 1 I thjuiked 
him, hut said it was impossible to keep them alive unices previously 
turned. w Well/' says lie, fi J will give orders ulnjut the uniimilri, 
and send some of them down by my people after the rains: and il 
there me any others or anything in this country wbieli the 
Governor wishes to have, write to me about it" 

My next reqrosi was to procure a list of nil the comets, with 
the dates of their appearances, from the earliest pried of thr 
Chinese history j xvhich T after some Ltirj nines about tsoniot*. and 
telling mo that they expected one in six years* Le promised to do p 
ami to write to the groat Lama af Peking about it. He told me 
also that* from the first of the Chinese kings till Hzundzum Cambo, 1 
who tfiignod in Tibet nliout eight, handled years ago. they reckoned 
-0,000 ytars. After this ho asked nhint Mn&djLj and if the King 
of England had much to Buy with the Empress. I told him bt? 
had more mfluGnoa (it the Court of Emvua than any other prince id 
E trcopCj although their kingdoms worn separated fit a great di>tiintT 
from onn another. Say? be. u 1 tin glad of it f for in the event of 
a war betwr-cn l£u9sia and Chim, I mav perhaps be able, through 
means of the Company p to do some thing towards bringing about j| 
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peaoo r and tlin 1 h iJbt± business of ns LauifljC T He then laid before 
ide- lib presents to the Governor, and showed me liifl letter before 
he sealed ii After this bo gave them to me in charge J asked if he 
did not intend to entrust them to the trO&Liin ; but he desired me to 
Like them, and I accordingly accepted them. u They are very 
trifling," snya ho r ** but wlmt can I send from this country ? * 
After giving me presents of some silks, purses of gold dust, silver 
talents, Ac,, and clothing mo in n fine khikt, be took a bit of rod 
silk, itnd tying a knot upon it himself, he threw it about my nock 
with lib own hands, I then had my public leave* bat was to wait 
upon him again in private. 

On the 4 Lii a f April I again waited upon the Lama. His room 
was kdng round with festoons of printed p*p6r intermixed with the 
figures of liis deities. It was on account of eopui religions holiday* 
Hr asked mo a great deal about otir religion. As- I urn not sent 
to convert unbdieruig nations it is a subject I seldom enter upon, 
and I guvo finch answers ils framed the conTcreation. He asked 
me- also particularly about the missionary Pndrea* who had hem 
in this country, and when expelled had settled in Nopal 1 1 
repeated to him what T had formerly mentioned, that I imagined 
they me from Italy, as there were wine of that nation now at 
Patna; that their religion differed from ours, and in nothing more 
tly-iEi in their intolerant spirit and dcsiro of bring in g all the world 
to their own opinions, vklWi every religion wm allowed in 
England, and good men of overy faith r expected. Ho told me that 
the missionaries were expelled Tibet about forty years ago, on 
Account of some disputes with the ikklrs. 

After this he asked me about the English settlement at Cun too, 
And whether any Englishmen liad ever gone to Peking. In answer 
I gave lii in tm account of the trade between England and Chinn. 
I told him that I lidieveti that no Englishman had c-vr-r gone to 
Peking. u Net one?" 1 says ha I ropfifid that pinny yn»since 
an English phymekn 3 had gone when very young into tbe service 
of EnflKUi, and iiLTamjmlliril on ftwlflflflatlflr who was &:-nt about

u The rtn^inns and Ghmefin/' aaw u are at present on bod 
terms, If any of the farmer go to Peking, I am told they orr- 
not admilthd into the Emperor a preduce without being searched, 
on account of a Chinese man haying been some time ago killed by 
a Husrcan who concealed a pistol within his skwveo After iUi*.

lie allowed nir: llI out fire or eix watcher which had come oTerlaml 
to him. They liail elnedy German or Dutch nauisi np^n them, 
mill were all except one out of order. This gavr ri^e to a non- 
vernation on watch**, which it is also needless to put down. E*

On the tiEh of April I again waited upon the Luma. Soon 
after my entrance his servant* who were to accompany me c*mo

The Ck&udim was carried sway to Lhasa. I did not tee him 
More Mr departure, but assured him, through one of hii people, of 
my friendly diapoRitfaim to him, mid of m y services, in case he per¬ 
formed wliat he had proniMid. 

1 heard nothing further of the Clinudnri till about a week 
U'fore my departure for Bengal* when he arrived ut Tbfifau Lulu bo. 
Far Beren] days he did nut uume to see tne, and l lot him know, 
through a third hand, Unit l waa surprised at it After this he 
vfaited niif' p when hie ctmversiitifla was to let hhrawlf down BoMy, 
and tn do away with everything he had Before Miid. That Gesuh p 
ttSthimgh weH disposed to the Governor, was afraid of giving 
tnnlirage to the Chinese* and therefore ordered him, the CiniuJuri, 
iu ease he went to the Anitas, and they should jisk about me, to 
gW them on evasive answer, ami not to h-t thi-m know that I was 
a Fringy ; that Uls A nib&a, however* did not unk him ; that Ge«iib 
bad hiill thoughts of sending him, the CLiiudurh to Calcutta 
after tin* nun. I said that I laid written to Gtrfuh, hut he had 
not thought projKir tu favour me with an answer* Unit I curiltl 
thfirtfan- farm nn judgment of hU sentiments or mtftntunu; hut 
if ho proposed to send anybody to Calcutta 1 Mtippopod be would 
mention it to the Lama ; tkut p us to the Chinese* i thought Gehub'fl 
precautions unnecessary : that 1 waa nut come into Tibet m a upy* 
but to wait upun the Luna; that the Eug&h were Grangers to 
duptbaty ami [raachery, and I could not help L ing Hnjpriseil that 
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Le should be so afraid of oflrodlrig the Cbme®* hj ■dmiUmg n 
ttqJqI from the Englali, who never bad Of could have any qimnd 
wiili Tibet, while he pemitted to go to Lhasa the vakil of n tiihil 
who was actually at war with hie vassal, and whose ambition nni\ 
treachery ha bad so often experienced. Dm said it was very true, 
blit everybody was afraid of the Fringka, I knew this Lm fan 
well. Little else passed* I was reserved* and &> was he, I LajI full 
opportunity to Lavr reproached him for Lin fruitier promise about 
procuring toe an answer from Oesuh : thr hfa confident isninm^ 
of being sent with me to Calcutta; and so I might Lave taken sm& 
revenge, EjKtti him for deceiving me. But it would Iinve sett^ no 
good purpose; and as I ImlI not and did not intend to give him 
anything, what r%M had E to upbraid him? I therefore tool 
leave of hitn with fair, hut guarded. words.

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RETURN FROM TIRET TO UKXt>AL — VECJOTIATJONH JN 
BHUTAN, 

As ttfi time- of Eny departure drew near, I found thal 1 should not 
he rile to bid cid ton to the Lomu without n heavy heart. The kind 
and hospitable reception he bod given me r jiqJ the amiable disgpori- 
tsuna which bo poasesees, 1 imiet confess luut attached me to him, 
find L shall feel a hearty regret at parting. In spile of .ill euy 
journeying* and wanderings over the face of the earth, I hare ti> ! 
yet h arnt to take lea re, and I cannot reconcile myself to the 
thoughts of a luat farewell. 

When I look on the time I have spout among these Iifllu it 
BpjkATS like a fairy dream. Thn novnltj of the Bcenea, and tile 
!>tup]e 1 have met with, .and the novelty of the life I have fed, 
W't'iji a perfect UIubIoil Although my dnyu have been spoilt 
without hosing or amusement, they have passed cm without care 
or uneasiness, and I may set this down as the iunot [jeucnfnl period 
of my life. It is now almost over, and 1 am about to return to the 
hurry end bustle of Caloattm 

Farewell, ye honest and simple people ! May ye long enjoy 
tliat ]iujipLntf& which in denied to more polished untiouu; and 
while they on? engaged in the t: tidiest* pursuits of nvorirce and 
ambition* defended hy your barren raouulnms p may ye continue to 
live in peace and eontcLlint'iit, and know no wants bat those of 
artnrvA 

On the 7th nf April, l77r r > ? ns toon as I kid taken leaiv of my 
frii tuls al Tooha Lnmtn, I hurried down the hill, got on bomehick, 
md began mv journey towards Bengal. There was u Largo naval- 
ntde of a=. For, bedrid is Mr* Hamilton^ inyBelf, Mirfti Setter, and 
our Bengd eervnnta, and Pnnmgir, the young Goftriu who bud 
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formerly been sent to Calcutta by tb^ Lnmn, mi an dd ( n.^ain, 
who, afraid that in passing through Nepal he might be stripped d 
aD the wealth he had been gathering during forty yaw 11 trading 
pilgrimages fmm the bftnk-s of the Indus to the plains of Sku, 
Itud obtained lea to to pass in my company through the E Simian 
mn TintniTifl , and Dub Gykrog T a priest of the Lumu’e hcnsebolik 
with Paim.% and about ten Bhutanese servants, who were toiscurt 
im L to the frontier of Bengal, than. 1 wore all the Kashmiri merchants 
of Shiga Lzt-, who insisted on jurying mo the compliment of 
me fairly on my journey. 

After ftaMmandaHang limiters with a Luge party of clamor LrtlS 
beggars, wo rode slowly over the plain which Htretobei arotbimidi 
from the pnkce, and arrived at a large tent whore tea wo<§ proridai 
Having drank two or three dishes, I took leave of my Kashmsn 
friends, by inU-ftluilLgilig kmlberdU, compliments, and guod 
wishes. The palace and town, the monastery of Tosh si Lmnki wit h 
its oopper-gflfc roots; the castle of Shignlze, with the town bclflw 
it, and the high Bmrrinndsng hills, formed a tine prospect tot tbie- 
distance. But the bleakness and harrcimesB of the country ^ a 
great drawback; lor nut a single blade of grass laid yet sprang, nar 
ft tree budded. 

We reached the end of our stage in the afternoon. It is a large 
Tillage. Oar landlord was a priest, ami onr room sei off with an 
image of a funner Lama, as huge as life, and small inuiges with 
lamp.-! btiming before tlaim. All onr Tibet ftltondantet Brb 
Gylong excepted* had wn!J refreshed themselves At parting 
their friends at Tcsbu Ltimho, and I persuaded some of them to 
deprecate the wrath of the Ijima s image by lighting pv^5 Jperftttflfld 
tordiea) before it. Uowerer + dnmkenness is cither nol a At 
among tho laity of Tibet^ or + as happens in oil culd couiitiits^ by 
being often committed is made light of. 

On tile road to B&imim we met Deb Fidzii, who was on Ws 
way to pay a vkit fcp Teahu La cm, before he went to jom his 
troops. He was preceded by his wife and her female attendants, 
mounted astride on horsobeek. She had her Ctw half cotervd. 
like tho Armenian women. But I was bo taken up in getting i 
liundkerchief ready for the General, that I did not observe his J^.lj 
till abe wag almost pwL We alighted on both sidee. The Genenil 
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courteously declined to rucdro my hunilkejclrief till ho liiul given 
mo Ins. After mine mutual inquiries, he said he hud u bongo in the 
iicigbkiiirhootL where he would hftve bean happy to have rc-cni red 
me, and to have played another game at chesss; 1 but expecting soon 
to he agiiin sent towards Kepttl + and being obliged to wait on ilia 
Teahu Luma before his departure, it was not in Lis powrr. This 
was polite. The rest of the conversation i urned upon his kte 
eApcdifioEi into Demo Jong T s country. 1 Soon after parting from 
him we canus in sight of Lis house,. It stands fo the plain to Ilia 
north of Fiiinim, snjroundtil by willow and ofber trees. Thera m 
a lung bridge at Painam, which we passed* and arrived at the 
hew whero we hod formerly been accommodated. 

Our journey from Pumarn to Bengal was prosecuted nearly by 
thrt! buielij road which we hud before tra veiled, Did I intend hy 
these memoranda to enumerate only Lhe names of village^ or the 
bearings and distances of the stw&nil stages* I should have bnt to 
put down a list, which might be added to the buck of* Fuek of 
Asia; 1 for the face of tlws country IwuJ suffered no diangei by a 
revolution of Eli menths, nnd. although the sun was now within 
twenty degrt'ce of us,, continued in eiluLi L an nu* inhospiLabk 

appearance an in the dead of winter, But I Lave often thought 
tWl trifling incidents, artlessly told, serve to mark the genius and 
to convey an idea of the manners of a people, better than abstract 
chanwte'iB or studied descriptions. The lost I will not attempt. If 
the first is sufficient, I may be able to give them,

But M I adhere to the tenets 
of this sect, and hare acquired my knowledge of religion from Its 
votaries, I will nut here say much upon the subject* lost : tho-tM 
bo thought spiteful* I hihv be aUoWid, however, just to mention 
two things which must convince every unprejudiced perse® ni tbs 
wicked lives and false doctrine of tho Bed tap*. In tine \\m pkre, 
many of the clergy marry; and in the next they persist, moppon* 
tien to religion end common senee 3 in wearing Bed Caps, Tne prints 
who now visited us were of this lust Roct There might be ibmrt 
eight of them- Each hold a staff in onn hand and a rosary m the 
other. They formed into a circle* and began to chant their pitym 
winch, ftf3 1 understood they were put up for my woJJkre, 1 waa m 
no haste to interrupt. At length, to show them that, however 
hostile to their principles, 1 bore them no personal grudgu. I 
dismissed them with a few small pieces of rilver- 

In the night a heavy shower of snow come oti, and I was glfld 
to get up to save my dog* from it. I hud to jHi=B through the 
room where ah the Luma's servants slept* and 1 inny ftfl well tail 
how they were lying. Each man was stretched upon one blanket 
or two, I cannot positively uJhriii wlitcti. Ho SuiJ thrown otT dl 
his clothes, «ui than covered himself with his wooOun himo-, 
of which everyone in the winter time wears ut least three Hk 
bools, duublet, Iselt, end pouch, with the tilings that wero in ib 
huddled ail together, formed a pillow to his chin, for they were all 
lying on their foet=?, with their hoods over the top of the bed, unJ 
in this pasture were smoking tobacco and chatting together* 

The snow lay upon the road about six fingers deep,, and all 
the hills wore whitened with it- It was a good time for beggar® to 
aak charity, and thorn is no want of them at Pamam* no more tim 
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in all ihn to ■mis eixliI large vs l luges in Tibet. They nre very ienpor- 
tnisiLtiL\ and ntuko their petitions sn a bIitiLI r plaintive no to, following 
you ii great way on iLii raud. A traveller that wishtss not to 
appmr tmcharituble, ami at the same lime does not ehu- *se to bestow 
too much money among them, bud best make a good iminy beggan 
assemble together, ami giving a few pieces of ana ill coin, strive it 
to thorn to divide the whm. The Tibet falka somefunes give them 
little bits of Imndkm-hicfr, which is giving nothing; and a 
iimh&idra-niatli 1 rapee, which k worth about a shilling, is the 
lowest coin in the country- 

Knit day we arrived at the bou-se of our former htHpitabb 
Giansn fiUidlurd, Debn Tiuign, who received ns with much kindness, 
anil inmflted fcipcin uur passing the full owing day with him, Mr. 
Hamilton's medicines had much relieved him Croiii hie com plumb*, 
and he wm sn fine spirits; and as we had seen him ofUn at T> shu 
Lmnbj, we were now very intimate. Ho and I had many long 
dmtg together* which wo moistened from tunn to time with tea, 
and at night we used to get cheery wood hr eg and ail round them. 

A Kashmiri, afflicted with &>re eyes, Game all the way from 
Iliusii to Giamm, to apply to Mr. Hamilton* 

Hie sumo good humour which we hml formerly met with pre¬ 
vailed at DiidukpuL The wife, her two husbands, the brother, 
who in a prj► i_ mid ah tlir? children nunc in after suppor, and two 
hours pa* -il in listening to fcho aungs of the men, and in seeing 
Hie children dunce. A nmid-eerviint of the bouse also joined in the 
ecnig« ; hut it was a dilhrolt thing to get the wife to fling, which 
often happens with handsome women. As I could now make it rent 
without an interpreter, I had imuh mnro satifidiction in these 
partiuBj and when one is travelling there is nothing like mating 
liDin^ur'tit out of everything. 

A few miles before yon arrive at the next stage, (here is a hot 
spring on th^ tap of n pebbly mount, f did not ol.sorve it If fora 
It ianiea out of a piece of nek, which is cut into u Nrnall Win to 
fflca ve it, The water is more thuti blood beat, and brings up a 
pxjI deal of nir with it It dra* nd riac equally* but every half

1 went 
down in the blivet, and found the lead Tib. sun interpreter and 
hia tnoouil waiting for tut Wo mounted ul dawn of day, imd 
acuinpered over tho plain. Sijdw ull round on i II. mumi lulus—a 
strange sight, fcjhr.rp froat. About three nriled off we paused the 
mandarin's flag, He had stopped there to settle some inns) mid 
tnk- refreshment Soon after he overtook us, I salauitd him ns 
he ]KiHhL ,, J, and we went otj in company. Wo came to a tomb of ^ 
alooifl with stntfis at top, adornod with hundreds of hits of modi. 

A raven ant crouching on the top of one of the pinkos. 1 ho 
mandarin slighted and prostrated himself to the ground, up did 
some of the soldiers, otheta not—we not. It id the tomb of a 
holy Hum, They call it PiiriiL I was Burprirnd to find tin ice so 
strong, Tho aides of running brooks would In-ut our horses well; 
hut tbia was only the first or at'cond day; afterwards, tho hind 
lying lower, the frost was much less severe.

!£> rniits we found two tents pitched; one lor tho f.iesioTitl and 
oiio for mo.

of tny clothes. and the- remains of ray fever, X felt myself a good

This ility wn approached the edge of a Ink* nr sea, and here 
a e&shiuij muff spread for the General, ami another for too, and 
tea wrtd served. X had eutioi but little, and hud preserved fifnuo 
bits of cold meat in my wooden cup. which X drew out of iuy 
bosom and tile, and it now proved very acceptable k> lay Htnmaeb. 
The lake 1 was frozen; at feast that purt we were next, and would 
oartfimly have home me. My skutes were not many nnle* 
olsT* but 1 was nut wall enough to regret the losing this oppor¬ 
tunity of showing my skill We stopped but a few minute* 
and proceeded on tn whore the lake l^econiea a river, in a narrow 
fiiii-A between th- j brown. dry mountains : Imre it was open m 
the middle, and running briskly. There were many fine, fid 
wild ducku on it, which were very time, and let ua come ulo^ 
to them. Thu people of Tibet never disturb Lhuro i they cut 
no birds, but, on the contrary, let I he birds cat them* The 
aim here wifl burning hot. Thare were & few mukrable-Lxd ug 
b®*W8 scattered about, looking like ruins of villages, as the Tibet 
houses often *lt% mid a few patches of arable land. We passed 
on through the defib r. i a lurge villng*!, where we two were shown 
into a strunqe cuYvni of n bouse, and told it wun our lodging, ll 
ww low, bog, dwk f narrow, black P wmdowfefB, and full of puieke. 

I sat Fanutxme on the wall fewide the house, 3;nothing the pure 
air and fiujnying the sunshinr, before 1 ventured to explore it. At

We continued along the barren tulley, seeing no divcrmty, bat 
the ever-varying shapes of the atiiJ more barren mountains, whose 
eo]ijnr t where it wqh not actually sand, s l ate 1 , or granite, waa ft melan¬ 
choly pale mouldy greqn r produced no doubt by the acfilycOferiug of 
drii'ii stems and withered herbage, until we rnme to two or th iw 
hunara, one uf which was an edifice raised from the ground t and fclir 
others were sank into the ground, having their rnofe lord with the 
top of the slight eminence in which they worn sunk. The mandarin 
Lodged in the house; we a in one of these cellars, which I found 
snug and warm enough. A pot of young growing onions at onu 
comer of the room woe the greenest thing I had seen for a teng 
time. W o had the room to ourselves The corporal came to aw* 
ns s m he always did, and asked ns if we wanted anything, and sut 
and chatted for it tew minutes. 

The next morning the General did not rise so early as uadi 
The eun was up and lively before wo mounted our liurHes. Lounging 
fthont^ waiting for the General I was very near walking agftsnst a 
great dog that lay curled up. and which I tout ter a sack, and! 
somebody cahcil to me and bid me beware. My horse waa m wftftk, 
so tet±c!ring p mid bo stumbling, anil trembled so iv hoi i p ver Le s?t 
his foot on a stene p which was about ovary other step, that J 
could hardly keep up with the company. With groat l-mc 1 
him on gently three or four wiles; after which both ho and the road 
improve-].

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sliglit appeftranoo of cultivation. We forded tSj a rivor, and trotted 
tip f>- u [j-lflafliint fiTT.ttfih.my village, wham the peoplo were bustling 
ab<jla and where we were to lodge* The Mimaki and l were shown 
into a little apartment on the firat floor, which opened upon a epn- 
mm But rouf or terrace, defended by it parapet wall ] was now 
bo eaten up by liUEe insecte, which I Hindi not name, that I was 
compoflod to set jls ido aWun, and silting down on a terrace bot¬ 
tom in the sunshine, difimisa as many of my retinue as I could 
pet sight of. Shame pro ven red me at Fan-jong from performing 
the operation otherwise than partially and by stealth, for there I 
w;l-; rvarn;ly ever atan-n for a single minute; Emit shiuno still mom 
strongly pro Ton ted mu f on tin 1 road T lit the Luusfcj where wo lodged, 
k-forc curious strangers, men, women, and children around me. I 
pnflered a good deal from LIs+.-hh lift So m^vts, whoso society I won 
not uv-1 to. I shall say no more of them than that I did not get 
thoroughly rid of them until some time after my irriwl at Lhasa, 
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CHAPTEE HI.

The nest ranniing we were off early, though we hod bat & ibari

It Woe the freest from dirt and the tmiwitbest pav»d 
I had seen for some time. There were good cnahkoa with the 
little table before them to hold p-uin i>f parched dour; and 
though we heard the horaea kick at the other cnd + we did nut 
flee them* eicept when enrious un|^rtmuntB lifted up the doth. 
After dinner we all rede gallantly forth towards Guixi.m, wbere we 
soon trriTiih Upon, Approaching tins town we mot twvcnd CLnta- 
moin and my companlrBii underwent the troublesome ccnmjony of 
AmmoantiiLg imd eidiAnging ialutotiona with theim My Mimaki

Erary Chinan™ in the to wn cmue to m& ns and 
gal&ite ns. Two lotnb-like brickwork structures figtmsfe the wall, 
with good thick oiuhiuna on them, were the places to lay our 
on, mill here I dept lunch more comfortably than i hoi done for 
a long time; while the cold was umch less. The Imrel of Omnia 
is much lower than that oi Pin i-jong, mi,I lower Llrnn tint of any 
place between. The rivulet flows thr whole way towards Gluilsu 
with considerable rapidity. 

I lunl suffered ho much fr -m smoke, my breath was s> ofFrckd 
by it, and my build* rmd face war®to stained by it, that f determined 
to lire without a fire- Wo soiree]y believe in England that it » 
possible to be eomJhrt&hlo in sharp frosty weather without n fire p 
but it b very possible sod Tory practicable: there only needs good 
warm clothing from bend to foot; for bow is it that wo am eomfort- 
□ble in bed in cokl weather? A Ghinunan^ or Tibetan's cuM- 
witttbcr clothing may I* considered as a moving bed; but That 
make* it more assy in Tibet than it would bo in Eng bind m the 
utftimft liTQffla of the air, and tbe fervent sunshine* which streak 
forth all day from a cloudless sky. This mode of clothing and 
luting without a fire is inconvenient in gome rwpeeta, 1 If the 
hands be employed in writing or otherwise, they become pinched 
with cold; anything they touch foriii like iee.

hinwlf to Tibet than fin Englishman can to adapt himself to India-*

My Mnii'lii did not seem to have miinh relish for prospects ; 
he never made a single observation on any one (or indeed,

Affairs were in this state, and I wn* thinking of tarrying in a 
country where I had r&ftdvEkl to suffer whatever it might plewie 
Providence to Inflict npon ms; I was in the highest degree ov*r- 
joy&l at having found a wot tied State, where I could Ld^ur tnwardp 
thn salvation of man‘a ftoute; l was already beginning Eo learn the 
language with the hope of swing somu of my teftobEng bring forth, 
even among these tei^ton froft acceptable in the sight of EQm,

There are horse*, a fow oxen like onr*, but extremely mtiiill, osen 
peculiar to the country with long hjiir, which urn used as k-asta of 
lfih«inr t nmliift, shoop in aLundanncj goat** cowr, which yield plenty 
of milk, fmtn which butter m obtained in Lurge quantities, but not 
eheofo, which they know not how to make, small pfg^ whovs fle^h h 
iiatuoliku e h t L ether flush they oat r a great number of i ltj Targe dogs, 
ami it tew fniwlfl r Ah regards wild anlmada,, there are a inr haras, a 
largo quantity of musk ratin, marmots, a few sta jjs and goats, and hairy 
men. The birds comprise a few larks, no Torus fdooiiA,, uaglug 

and other birds of pr*ij% wild dueka mod geese in abundance. Tin re 
is aim pbmty nf fish, but from thn first day of the year to the end of 
the h Tenth month all fishing ia prohibited, while ihv killing of hmli 
is alwayu prohibited. 

FiwL —Thn TibetanFl drink a quantity of tea, made with uiIIJi, 
butter, and salt, and lea to a Kittle *tea in the cup, in which they make 
a pa*fco with barley mesh after wards eat it For dinner and 

supper they make the hurley-meal paste with t im nr water, and cat it 
wiih fneat or flab, which they eat mw, or with dried meat without 
tiaJl Well-to-do people, however* live rather better, 

Cummcrrr.—Thu a t h f vc-tnc n ti q npel minerals, wooHun cloth, yarn, 
Tth>U«n blankets, mwah* and thn foregoing animal*, paper made in 
Takpo and Pari, in tho south of the province nf Txang, are all, as fur 
as Tibet is concerned. From ether kingdoms* os well as from Chino, 
conic porcelain, glmse in email quimtiinMH ffibriua of raw and prepared 
ailk, brocade^ white and coloured cotton fabrics. re wing silk and 
thread, tea in small quantities (thn greater part ruling from the state 
of Torchon ten), and other things.

The Tibetans, speaking ns mb, »re inclined to 
’ninlielmm™®; but they know well how to dissemble, and when 
opportunity offtw, will nut fill reveng,, themselves. They are 
timid, nod greatly few justice ; *, that when they commit 
enme, throngh timidity and dread of justice they know neither htm 
to apply a remedy nor to taka to flight, and if token before a jodgu, 
»t the flret or second e*niumntinn tiny KmfiMj; and if tiny do not 
LiJika flptti cQuft^ioa, they mtvrttmbn betmy thdr guilt by tlm 
confusion in which they involve theuadw*. (f, however, thev are 
prwteetol by mum great lord, they by aside all fear, ami bent** 
arr, gaiit and proud. They we greedy of money; and yet tiny (them 
admiration for those who are independent thereof anti dismtaresW. 

I hey-WEoko Mmowlmt given to lost; but this is more owing to their 
atrocious laws than to any real inclination thereto. They are uil.liwid 
to habits of intoxication and to drinking hurley brer, and a kind »f 
brandy (mixed with the beer referred to), which docs not differ greotly 
from the l*er which the Tatars make from tin milk of mores, and 
which is like water in appearance and tnsto, lint i« of Minsiderablu 
strength. They are bat slightly loyal to their cliiiifn. and are bud of

In this kingdom of Bengal and its confine and actaa ether pluco*, 
Bhakm Thupba propagated his law.

an^ tailed fawn of Dote, and tins other, which eonsisls of 3£ vulumes, 
am called Kfctttte. 

In the fin4 GO Tolutnes, called Dokt T the life of Bhakia Thupha is 
nsoofiJcd, with all hi a titles^ and the dmdh ail’ll in trade 1 * done tbn.mph- 
ont his life, winch lusted 101 years, how hfa death occurred, and all 
that i§ kero briefly rofiami tu ip told, as well as what the rule of this 
monk is, together with Dm diflhfuut gradrp of dignity, the ofSees ami 
functiou 0 erf the monk. F or novices, a stage which xi of &umu years' 
duration, thorn are fire command men to; and fur those who hare finiphctl 
tboir novitiate, and up to the time of their prof, ssiou, which every 
monk id at liberty to toko qr not, there are ten ecmnmndmeriU; and 
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for those who Lave mad a their pnrf+iAftiuti ihom are 254 ooBuwtd- 
meets, beside three vows nf uhimtitj, obedience, and poverty; but 
poverty nh anieitg the- monks* who*i4s p< sHses&femB, if any* go to the monas¬ 
tery on their death, Tjle rule- in the &™c for the .mm3: and it is 
recorded in the said hooks tliat Nhakiu Tfcupba did not wish to kiy

a day for the wedding* the Uriel egroGni goes with hi* own rt latinos tn 
llirr bonso uf tlii! bride, where he will find the relalinns of the bride, and 
the frith nr or the nearest relation of tha bridegroom asks her wIicUm 
■ lie will Lake Jill sun or rulntion for husband, and If also says ye\ be 
a juGoe of butter on the bead of thu bride : this hither or imarest 
relatem of the bride asks the same question of tbo bridegroom, and 
Laving both their consnabi ho places a piece of batter on his forehead, 
as in tht ease of tho bride.

At the end of the fifteen days the bridegroom conducts the bride to 
Mb heme. 

In thin taw of Dote there am'prayers and methods t-f praying 
wideh the monk* ase fc and modes of nacrifieing, which ronsa^t m 
iiittldng pyramids of barley puJte and rosettes of butter, white, yellow, 
red* bine, grwn. or other mLmn* + and fastening them to that part of the 
pyramid which i* seen. They then pin m them on the altars, if buhl 
in the temple* or on the little altars, which, an well os rlmpels. all the 
B«bi iton* aELd monks havo in their own hon^ and iwtnp with their 
idols* These sacrifices arc uttered up every Elay with seme praynt®* 
both in tbo temples and houses, hat only by monks appointed to the 
office of huerifreial duties. On other solemn occasions they &cn1 bv 
with «oiigs and music* and thu instruments are of several kinds. 
Borne arc Ulus ft sort of largo fltite, other* like truncate, being 
tainted ami iiznc^ivcJy long- There are also graui contdi aholls, 
rattles, drams, tAinbonrilios* An. The Brings nro fi giltvd mwI with n 
and the alpove-ruimeil inatrmm uts harmonise with them. There ^ 
thu the flfturifieis dime by fire, and tunny tilings ate thrown into ii- 
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Tliis is ft long rite, and it le celebrated with songs and music and 
muck solemnity, but not often* They also tanks many other q fleriftgi 
vx&ry daj f both in the temples and bauies of monk* and laymen* 
iraoh as plain water and water coloured With Hows*** beer, and other 
things (beet 1 L]j l.-jt always place on the hi ltd * of men), nil the Erst 
fruit*, jmd, before meals, a little of what is served up. Thr pyramid^ 
whnn offered upj are given to the i*jor p the beer to the moults And 
scholars, and the water, howeru, ifccL p are thrown awny on tho following 
slay, and renewed if it is drsircxL There arts innwy prayers, lint the 
dimmflntgt among monks mud scliolarw ia this: Hum uuim pd w* 
Arad which is n summary of magic prayer, Lading a groat moaning 
attached to each letter* Thu meaning would lake too long to explain, 
and is therefore omitted. 

The monks and lay moo hare, if they please! two sort* of fasti*, 
called NinniiG and Xienne, meaning a rigorous and a plaiD fast 
respectively- The first they observe rigorouilj for four-and4wcnty 
hoioii, neither allowing themsolve* to spit nor to flinoko; mod if mj- 
one wishes to observe it fo? three days eoiisccotivcdy (as many dti), tkey 
take every friur-and-twcnty Lours, in the nmniiEg, only Ibnoo cups of 
plain tea, in the Tibetan fashion. The other sort of font, Nicmac, is 
not so strict, fra in tho evening, if tboy do not sat, they may drink. 
Bel th lose fusts are held mere for the Bchr.W than the monks. The 
pci>fuFjh.^t monks aim enjoined during their lives to eat notliing after 
dinnsr, though they may drink, beer alone being eieophd, and cron 
tins ip forbidden to all monk* to drink unless it bo offimA up or .imcri- 
ihwj* Thoy are advised by ihrir Uifl% the monks more especially, to ob- 
HfefTe flfifj year a period of spin^iml seclusion, for ten er fifteen days, 
min tnnu,ih H or tuore* according to their wishb The well-to-do ogholM* 
and the great lords keep it in the monks' mmmtMm* iha King 
sometimes in the monasteries and sometimes in the principal palace T 
and at tho time of seclusion no one docs busing with Llwm, csc-. j.i 
when absolutely n&e^sary. Another monk has the duly of imfpplyiDg

This is a very brief account of the bw called Ih'tti, by oUerting 
which they think they proceed more surely* though more slowly, on 
Rcc^'tuil of the number of transmigratim* which thoy have to erpe- 
rieticc before biHoming saifth 

Tho other part of the thirty-™ volumes of the law Kyoto gives 
precepts for practising nugCo, and other foul matters of luxury and 
hut; wul the monks and followera of tbk Ehinte have munarierii* 
and a tomplo, and rooms for the Lama or superior of the convent, hat 
the monks cat and drink in common in the said temple, ! have not 
read this mfimoni and filthy law of Ehiutc, so as not to stain my 
mind, and ticca use it is itnnoeussaiy T For to confute it ono must 
know in the abstract of what it treaty ami there is Utile g»>id or 
indifferent that is not min'd up with much more witchcraft, magic 
incantations, and obscenity. For the monk* of this nnworthy law it 
\h enough that they leam by heart twenty-flTO papers to attain 
the doctor's degree; but for the other monks of the Dote to Ijoqoiuh 
doctors they must study philosophy for twelve years, and for ei* 
months in t-very year they have daily discusEionsH After the twirhe 
years have pasH-d they am exaininud and attain their doutoiship. 
This 1 aw of Khiuic is the shortest ruad to holiness, hut it is uncertain 
and rough, because these who til'^cirv& well the precepts of this law, 
sod practice that which it tcachoa, can become saint in one life with¬ 
out any other tranEnuigraliuns* bat if they do not observe them well 
they increase their transcuagratioiio, and very often go to the hell 
iVunvic, where they must remain longer tJum all the others, or are 
tormented mom than all the etimm. 

There is nko in Tibet another law, called Urklan* which is werwc 
than wickENl, and consists entirely of magic and obscenities ^ 
Lawgiver has also instituted monks and umM, hat different front thee* 
of Bhakia TLupLa, as the nuns of this Urkion art* tbo wive* of the 
mould, who have more than on»* In this law of UrkJeu, as wfill ha 
in the other two of b'hakia Thupha. they teach you to make * Towns 
of human bunas, to use human nkulb* for magic goblets, ns u!«j out 
of the akin uni mm Imnca to umke pipes, or triUcs with wliich to 
cimry <m incantation^ sorceries end every sort of magic. 

If Lhu monks ane risked they visit the sidr T being treated and fed 
with great lihemlity hy the layman. If tho dek man i« expiring or 
has breathed his oun of tlic monks appointed to the task in called 
to tairwcl tho soul from the body by the top, by removing §omu hnir* 
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from the summit of tho liend, u& it m an article of their foil h that the 
eoul duca nnt issue Cmin the top of the head fur u. good trafjfcinipmtiH.nl 
nnlaes il Lwa extracted by one of tha sip] minted Diuub. in the manner 
describedt k^aneo if U wet%i not extracted so it would zbsuu from lb* 
luwer j*krt of the body* anil would tak* an oti! transmigration. 

This lit* being performed, and diver* prayers Lariop Mu re- 
fiited by tlna (said monk, with tie imsistonre of the- fnnirl* &rtd 
mlituoi of tho deceased, they consult thu Ohokhiong 1 ai to if hat 
ht^ur the dead man must be carried to unci of the plows set njKirt 
for the remaining rites, and Lake him thither with the abovo-muu- 
tiEsnetl people tfcKompaayiiig, and many ethers looting dtTers things ; 
mid when they hare arrived they celebrate other rites, placing 
tho naked corps* pti a great stone. Them a professed scholar, 
taking for himself all the clothes, breulm ilu- corpse to pieces with 
a groat bar of irei^ ami ilia tributes it arnuiLg the dugw in praagmeo 
of all the company. After the mastiffs are satisfied, the rolatii'iui 
of thu deceased gather dji thn meet dean-picked and the larged! 
hom^ p and make a bundle nf then], throwing all that i* left by 
the dog?} inki the neighbouring river, nuat which am the places mt 
apart for this inhuman rite. The men during the time of mattrnfug 
never dress in eilt but only in wool ; and the women toko from their 
bats, and from every other part of their dress, the pearl" and other 
precious nmatnunl^ whii-h according to the forth l mi of the wuntry 
they ore accustomed to carry at other time*. They lot down tiii lx 
lmir and hind il upon their hats fur oil tauntlm, and fur another sii 
nnoiiliR they wear it dishevelled below the hat. If the dweiMw d in of 
thu ffrst degree, for a year, and *£ of an nafericr rank, fur loos* ITie 
njliitiuns carry the ahim^mcotmuod bundles of hours home. They
